Wasuinetos, D. C., March 7.—The grand 
jury for the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia has returned an indictment for 
criminal libel against Charles A. Dana, editor, 
anc William M. Laffan, publisher of the New 
York Sun. } 

The presentment was formally made to 
Judge Cole, presiding, by the foreman of the 
grand jury today. It is formidable document 
of many pages, setting forth the alleged ma- 
licious motives of Messrs. Dana and Laflin 
in criminally libelmg Frank B. Noyes of 
Washington, proprietor of the Evening Star 
and one of tie Board of Directors and of the 
Executive committee of the Associated Press. 

The District Supreme Court is a United 
States Court. re to the procedure 
of such courts?District-Attorney. Birney will 
transniit a certified copy of the indictment to 
the District-Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, located in New York City. 
It will be submitted to a United States Com-

missioner, who, on satisfying himself of the 
formal regularity of the indictment, will issue 
a criminal warrant for the arrest of Messrs 
Dana and Laffan. The Commissioner also 
fixes the amount of bail. 

The accused have the right of applying for 
a writof habeas corpus to contest the prima 
facie sufficiency of the proceedings before 
being arraigned on the merits of the indict- 
ment. It is expected the transmission of the 
indictment to New York and the arrest of the 
accused will be accomplished within a day or 
two. 

r What the Indictment Charges, 

The indictment, as returned, contains three 
counts setting forth different circymstances 
of criminality’ in publishing the libe!, 
The proceeding is according to the 
common law, which, as modified 
by certain acts of Congress, constitutes the 
jurisprudence of the District of Columbia. 
Before specifymg the three criminal counts, 
the indictment sets up the circumstances and 
motives leading up to them. It says the As- 
sociated Press is an incorporated news agency 
for the wide distribution of news, with 
branches in New York, Chicago. Washington, 
St. Louis, San Francisco, and throughout the 
country. Its affairs are conducted by a 
board of directors, of which Mr. Noyes isa 
member. 

The indictment then describes the internal 
organization of the United Press, with Charles 
A. Dana as President and William M. Laffan 
as Vice-President. Mention is made of the 
two rival associations to show the animus of 
the subsequent acts charged against Dana 
and Laffan. It also gives the organization of 
the Sun Printing and Publishing Association, 
with Charles A. Dana as editor and William 
M. Laffan as publisher. 

The three counts of criminal libel are then 
given. The first count is comprehensive. It 
says that. Feb. 22 last the New York Sun pub- 
lished an editorial from which the foilowing 
is an extract:

It is as- 
sumed the defendants are willing to attempt 
to justify in court this publication against 
Mr. Noyes, and such an effort at justification 
is welcomed by the complainant and his asso- 
eiates.

Boston came to a head today when Francis 
Peabody Jr. and six other prominent 
men called on boxholders and season 
ticket purchasers to organize that their 
mutual interests might oe better protected 
when the grand opera managers come here 
again. One of their chief grievances is the 
putting on of the best operas of the season as 
extras, thus giving the general public a better 
array of talent than the boxholders*get. An- 
other cause ot trouble is the “scalping” af 
tickets by speculators, who bought up many 
of the best seats in the house. This year the 
managers sold all tickets with a stipulation 
printed on the back that the bills could be 
changed when artists were ill. This does not 
meet the approval of the remonstrants,

fora week. Jean de Reszke sang the open- 
ing night and has not been heard since, 
though he has been billed to appear several 
times.

Prevents Work at the Contract PriceFif- 
teen Thousand Men Out. 


Pirrsnurae, Pa., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
first sign of trouble since the coal miners’ 
strike began Monday night occurred today at 
the Creed more mine of the Ohio and Pennsy!- 
vania Coal company. The delegate to the 
miners’ convention went through the town 
last night and ordered the men not to go to 
work this morning. As the miners at Creed. 
more signed a contract a week ago to con- 
tinue working at the 55-cent rate until May 
1, many of the men said they wouid 
not violate their agregment. When the 
objectors went to the min6 today they were 
confronted by a mob who refused them ad- 
mittance to the works. The loyal men tried 
to argue the matter, but were forced back and 
warned not to go in. The mingg were then 
declared closed. The following was given out 
as a list of the only mines working today:

fi Come from Everywhere. 


It is egtimated that there are something 
like 3,000 couritry millinèrs in the city at the 
present time. They come from all over the 
United States, even from Florida, New Mex- 
ico, and Arizona. They stay on an average 
about two weeks, and the season ranges froin 
now on to just before Easter. 

A peep behind the scenes in uny of the big 
wholesale houses discloseé an interesting pict- 
vre. Ateachside of long narrow tables are 
rows and rows of heads, each bent over some 
mystery which will in the end be evolved into 
a hat. In the center of the table is a long 
line of pedestals ‘holding up the hats to be 
copied. There are two departments or grades 
of these rooms. One is—alas the truth must 
be told—one is where the “imported” 
styles are made up. This is the in- 
ner sanctum. Trimmers who are wait- 
ing for their country season to 
open work here under the supervision ofa 
head milliner who has ben abroad—which 
often means to New York. These hats, with 
a few of genuine importation, are placed on 
pedestals out in the show room. Here 
the country milliner comes and decides which 
of the lot she would like to copy. The ones 
she chooses are carried up to another room. 
This is the outer sanctum, or where she copies 
the copy of a copy. They work like busy 
bees reproducing these hats to carry home to 
their customers. The materialg used are often 
of a cheaper quality, to bring the hat within 
the range of their own customers’ pocket- 
book, 

Display Artistic Genius. 


But the effect of the hat itself is not infre- 
quently more stylish than the original model, 
depending up@n the natural artistic gift of the 
copyist. Occasionally a real artistic genius is 
found among them,one unconscious of her own 
gift. Such eften findempioyment in some of 
the stylish city shops at fine salaries, 

The trimmer who is waiting for her season 
to open in the small town, the one who works 
in the inner sanctum, gets a small salary 
from the house she serves. She also hasa 
chance to trim forthe country milliner who 
feels rich enough to hire her trimming done 
instead of doimg it herself. Trimmers out of 
engagements often go in and trim, and in this 
way are hired for a season by the country 
milliner. 

The wholesale houses find it to their inter- 
est to make a sort of employment exchange 
out of their houses during the season. They 
are also very thoughtful and attentive to 
the comforts and conveniences of their 
customers. Writing tables and an abund- 
ance of writing materials are  fur- 
nished, with every convenience for stamping 
and mailing, for mothers and friends are anx- 
ious about their loved ones away in a great 
city alone. Besides, her letters are a sort of 
bulletin of the fashions as they will prevail 
in the thousand and one cities throughout the 
country. The milliner in a small town isa 
person of much importance. She is usually 
the best dressed, or at least the most stylish, 
person iu the place. And while she may not 
always attend church as regulaaly as she 
„had ought, still she is always in a manner 
looked up to and treated accordingly.

Boyle Bros., operating 
small mines at Finleyville, agreed today to 
pay the demands of the strikers and work will 
resume tomorrow. Thisis the miners’ first 
victory. The firm belongs to the Operators’ 
Association. It is expected all the small 
dealers will pay the price because they can- 
not afford to lose the retail trade. If they 
give in their men will be compelled to con- 
tribute seven cents per ton per man to the 
support of those still out. 

Braziu, Ind., March 7.— Special.] — The 
miners’ strike may prove a serious affair. 
They insist upon loading the coal on cars as 
mined, while the operators demand nothing 
but clean coal, It is believed the differences 
between the operators and miners generally 
will be adjusted here in May, and there is no 
prospect of the miners here strikmgto assist 
their Pennsylvania brethren. 

Des Mornes, Ia., March 7.—[Special.]— 
The coal miners and operators, who have 
been in session here today, reached a con- 
clusion to disagree. It looks as if nothing 
willcome of it all. After much wrangling, 
by a vote of 43 to 23 the operators today 
agreed on a scale of 80 cents, which is a re- 
duction of nearly 20 per cent. The majority 


votes were cast by Polk, Boone, Webster, and 


part of Appanoose County. The minority 
said it represented three-fourths of the coal 
output of the State, and seveded to hold a 
conference with the miners, but of which 
nothing has yet come. The struggle all 
along has been one between the meu who 
want to reduce wages and those who wart to 
maintain wages and prices of coal by a strong 
combination at the sume time.

Trenton, N. J., March 7.—Six hundred of 
the 750 of the employés of S. K. Felton’s 
wool mill have gone on strike for the restora- 
tion of the second 10 per cent reduction made 
in their wages last summer. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 7.— Trouble with 
the striking employés at the rolling mills of 
the Tudor iron works is feared and United 
States Marshal Brinton, at the request of 
President Mysenber of the Tudor iron works, 
today ordered Deputy Marshal Burroughs to 
remuin on duty there. 


ALL HER FINE LINGERIE STOLEN. 


Mile. Frances Loses the Result of Four- 
teen Years’ Work in a Convent. 

Mule. Frances Corrieaux of No. 504 West 
Van Buren street is a modiste who designs 
fine costumes for Chicago's aristocracy. 
Mi'e. Corrieaux was born in Paris and four- 
teen years of her life was spent in a French 
convent. It was there she acquired an exten- 
sive outfit of fine lingerie. 

Yesterday was wash-day according to the 
Corrieaux schedule of one in six weeks, Af 
ter three days of hard work the laundress had 
hung upon the lines in the back yard eléven 
white skirts, five tablecloths, 100 towels, 
eight bath towels, twelve pillow slips, twelve 


sheets, seven night dresses,t wenty-eight pairs of 


silk stockings, one dozen silk hanakerchiefs, 
six hand embroidered dresser scarfs, anda 
miscellaneous and extensive collectica of un- 
derwear. dish towels, dust cloths, ete. At 6 
o’clock the washing was ordered to be taken 
in. but it had been taken in already. On 
the lines nothing remained but the twentys- 
eight pairs of silk stockings and some small 
sundries. The police were notified. 

All of the articles taken were of the finest 
imported linens and were elaborately deco- 
rated with drawn work, delicate embroideries, 
etc. The trimmings represented fougteen 
years of needle work performed at convent by 
Mile.

To complicate matters the 
Senate tacked on an offensive amendment to 
acaucus measure and sent it back to the 
House at 11 o'clock, after which the Senate 
adjourned, leaving the House no alternative 
but to accept the amendment. 

Storm in the House. 


When the trick was realized there arose a 
storm in the House almost unprecedented in 
its nature, 
be the work of four Republicans in the Sen- 
ate, who had bolted the caucus action. These 
four were Vail of Elkhart, Baker of Marion, 
O’Brien of Kokomo, and Cranor of Muncie. 
The Republicans in the House, one after an- 
other, scored the Senators in the bitterest 
terms, all thought of important legislation 
on hand being forgotten. 

The Democrats did all in their power to 
delay action until after 12 o'clock, and on 
one occasion Williams of Posey County, a 
Democrat, who refused to take his seat, came 
near precipitating a general fight. Capt. 
Wright, the aged doorkeeper, and Rep- 
resentative Stotsenbury endeavored to put 
Williams in his seat by order of the Speaker, 
but the obstreperous Representative kicked 
at Capt. Wright, and it was only when a seri- 
ous uprising of the Republicans was about to 
take place looking to a general rush on the 
handful of Democrats that Williams sub- 
sided. 

Before adjourning the Senate passed Rep- 
resentative Moore’s temperance bill, which 
turns out to be what many say is the most 
vicious piece of legislation of the entire 
session. It was intended to be a measure to 
restrict the saloon and gambling businesses, 
but by its peculiar reading there will be noth- 
ing to prevent the establishment of a regular 
Monte Carlo at Roby or at any other point in 
the State where the city is not governed by a 
special charter, as are the larger places. The 
bill permits the licensing of gambling, as 
shown by the following section: 

Jo regulate and restrain all tables, alleys, 
machines, devices, or places of any kind for 
sports or games, kept for hire or pay, or to 
prohibit the use of the same as aforesaid, if 
deemed expedient, without a license first 
being obtained therefor; and, if deemed 
necessary to preserve peace, good order, and 
morality, to prohibit the use of the same, as 
aforesaid, by the mfliction of such penalties 
as this act will permit, to be provided for the 
ordinance,” 

The bribery charges against the Legislature 
have caused a sensation in the Senate. The 
authorities are not going to wait for the 
Legislature to adjourn before investigation 
and the grand jury has already taken the mat- 
ter in hand. Lawyer A. F. Knotts of Ham- 
mond has arrived here and flatly contradicts 
the charge of Clerk Agnew, who testified be- 
fore the Investigating committee that Knotts 
offered him a bribe to cause the Roby bill to 
disappear. Knotts demandsa further investi- 
gation. 2 

The charges that railroad money was in- 
fluencing the action of members in smother- 
ing all antagonistic railroad legislation re- 
sulted in the anti-pass bill being called up in 
the House today, and it was passed. The bill 
will go at once to the Senate. The insurance

RESIDENTS ARE AROUSED.

Pursue the Would-Be Thieves, but Give 


Up the Chase.

ROBBERS ATTACK A CONDUCTOR, 


Highway robbers armed to the teeth terror- 
ized the residents in the neighborhood of 
Thirty-fifth street and Wabash avenue last 
night. Within an hour they held up two 
men. They shot at one of them and would 
have killed him had not the bullet accident: 
ally glanced off. . 

The man who had sucha narrow escape 
from death is Thomas E. Nelson, Second 
Vice-President of the W. P. Nelson Decorat- 
ing company, No. 193 Wabash avenue. As 
it was he gave the robbers a good fight and 
would have killed one of them had not his 
accomplice held him at bay with a revolver. 

Mr. Nelson left his home, No. 9515 Wa- 
bash avenue, at 8 o'clock to visit his sister, 
who lives at No. 3424 Wabash avenue. As 
he passed Thirty-fifth street he saw two men 
dismount from a phaeton. One of >the men 
walked up behind him, and catching his left 
hand ordered him to throw up his hands, At 
the same moment another man poiated two 
Tevolvers at the victim. 

Throw out your stuff,“ said the second 
robber. Vou've got a watch anyhow, if 
you have no money. 

They Shoot at Him. 0 


Both highwaymen were of husky build, and 
fora minute Mr. Nelson was struck dumb 
with fear. He nad both hands in the air and 
the second robber had hardly finished 
his sentence when Mr. Nelson dealt 
him a terrific right-hander benéath the 
chin, which landed the robber sprawling on 
the sidewalk. The other thug then fired at 
Mr. Nelson. The bullet passed through the 
overcoat and glancing ona trouser, button 
grazed his stomach, causing an abrasion of 
three inches in length. 

Mr. Nelson’s assault was so sudden that it 
frightened the would-be robbers. They 
Jumped in the phaeton and drove south. A 
number of persons who heard the first shot 
rushed from the neighboring residences in 
pursuit. The men drove half a block and 
fired three shots at their pursuers, effectually 
dampening thvir ardor and ending the chase. 

Mr. Nelson is a small but sturdy built man. 
Only three months ago he was given up by 
doctors asa hopeless consumptive and went 
to Colorado. How thoroughly he bas fe. 
gained his health his experience of last night 
proves. 

Try It on Another Man, 

An hour after Mr. Nelson was held up 
Harry Morgenstadt, who lives at the O 
Hotel, Thirty-fifth and Wabash avenue, was 
walking near Thirty-fourth street and Wa- 
bash avenue when two men closed in on him 
and one of them caught hold of his toat col- 
lar and asked him the time. Mr. Morgen- 
stadt drew a revulver from his pocket and the 
men at once ran away into an alley. 

The Nelson family has had considerable ex- 
perience with highwaymen. Four weeks ago 
Mr. Nelson’s cousin was held up by two men 
in the same vicinity. Her pocketbook was 
wrenched from her hands. Henry Waixel, 
No. 3420 Wabash avenue, was also held upa 
week ago, and two men made him hand over 
$500 worth of diamonds, including bis fin- 
ger-rings, which he was obliged to take off 
under the persuasion of two revolvers. 

M. McFarland, No. 303 Weat Taylor street, 
was held up by two men at Harrison and 
Desplaines streets last night. They were 
frightened away before they secured anything, 
Officer Hoffman of the Desplaines Street 
Station saw John Galvin’ running north on 
Desplaines street near Harrison and arrested 
him. He is thought to have been one of the 
men who attacked MeFarlaud. 


Attempt to Hold Hold Up a Condacter, 
Passengers on a Harrison and Adams street 


o’clock last night by three highwarmeg who 
tried to rob the conductor, Henry Vander- 
slice, The conductor owes his life to the bad 
aim of one of the robbers, who fired a shot 
at his head and missed by a few inches. The 
ball came so close to the conductor s head 
that he could hear it whizz.

“Give up now.“ said one of them, while 
the man who first boarded the car made an 
attempt to go through the victim’s pockets. 
Vanderslice freed himseif, and dealt the rob- 
ber a blow which knocked him off the car. 
There were four or five men op the car, and 
they jumped to the conductor's aid. Thetwo 
robbers who had held Vanderslice’s hands 
leaped from the platform, and, fearing that 
the passengers would pursue them, one of 
them fired a shot. The bullet whizzed by the

Only One Republican Vote Againat It, 
and Several Democrats, Finding Amend- 
ment Impossible, Record Themselves 
as Favoring the Measure - Opposition 
in the Senate May Delay Actlon- But 
There Is Hope the Provision May Be in 
Effect Before the Spring Election. 


Sprincrikup, III., March 7.—[Special.}—

MILITARY APPROPRIATION TANGLE. 


Senate Refuses to Concur in the House 
Emergency Clause. 

Sprincrizip, III., March 7.—|Special.}]— 
The Senate today refused to concur in the 
House amendments to the bill making the 
emergency appropriation for the militia and 
the question is, Shall the House recede from 
the amend ments it made, reducing the appro- 
pristion from $364,000 to $253,000?” The 
question will come before the House one day 
next week. The Republicans of the House in 
caucus have agreed to stand as a unit in favor 
of the recommendations of the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The Speaker will 
hold that 102 affirmative votes must be re- 
corded in favor of recession. His ruling will 
be that, inasmuch as this is an emergency 
bill and the House can by receding from the 
amendments make the bill a law by a single 
roll call, the same number of votes will be re- 
quired as on the original passage of the meas- 
ure. The chances are the House will not re- 
cede, hut later in tue session there is little 
question the appropriations asked by the Ad- 
jutant-General for uniforming the troops and 
equipments will be made. 

Senator Harding’s bill abolishing the three 
days of grace on promissory notes, etc., came 
up in the Senate as a special order on second 
reading. Senator Leeper’s amendment that 
all promissory notes falling due Sundays or 
legal holidays be 8 the day followi 
was ado and bill advaaced to thi 
reading.

SENATE IN A JANGLE. 


ORAWFORD’S RAILWAY BILL AMEND- 
ED AFTER A SPRIGHTLY DEBATE. 


Objections Urged by Indiana Avenue Prop- 
erty-Owners Are BRemoved and the 
Measure Again Advanced to Third 
Reading = Chicage! Members Smooth 
Down Their Rristles After the Skirmish 
Is Over=Senate Committee Favors the 
Aspinwall County Fair Recing Bill. 

Sprincrie.p, III. „ March 7.—[Special.]— 
There was another jang!e in the Senate today 
over the street railway bill introduced by 
Senator Crawford and recalled from third to 
second reading yesterday for amendment. 
The fight was short but wicked. Senators 
Mahoney, C. Porter Johnson, O’Brien, and 
Morrison had any number of amendments 
with which to plaster it. The object of the 
recall was to amend the bill so as to meet the 
objections of property-owners along Indiana 
avenue in Chicago. This Senator Crawford 
agreed to do so soon as his attention was 
called to the question. ‘Che bill was read and 
Senator Crawford offered an amendment 
which was admitted to cure the defect. The 
words “subject, however. to all the condi- 
tions imposed by such grant were added to 
the section providing that no street railroad 
corporation should locate or construct its 
lines along a street or public ground in an in- 
corporated city ox village without the consent 
of the city authorities. 

In explanation of his amendment Senator 
Crawford said it was intended to cover the 
Indiana avenue question, and that it provided 
that no change of motive power olf a street 
railroad, such as from animal to electricity, 
could be made except subject to the condi- 
tions which heretofore have or hereafter may 
be imposed by the ordinance granting such 
change. John C. Schubert, who came here 
representing the Indiana avenue property- 
owners, sat by Senatur Crawford and quietly 
gave the members to understand that the 
amendment was satisfactory in every sense 
of the word. 

Senator Mahoney offered as a eubstitute a 
proposition to insert N the section giving 
street railroads the right when permitted by 
corporate authorities to operate all kinds of 
railroad lines except steam, the words. or 
change its motive power. He said the ob- 
ject of his amendment was to retain in the 
people the ag ey they now possessed to com- 
pel railroads to obtain the consent of a ma- 
jority of the property-holders to change the 
motive power of the railroad. 

Senator O’Brien said he lived out on the 
Archer road and there was a fight going on 
there over a trolley ordinance, He ha 
property interests along Archer avenue and 
he wanted to know why his constituents 
should not be protected as well as those over 
on Indiana avenue. 

Senator Crawford replied that the amend- 
ment took in all streets and he told the Sen- 
ate Indiana avenue ran through the districts 
represented by Senator Fitzpatrick and him- 
self and it was a little strange that Senators 
from districts on the West and South Sides 
should rush to the front for the protection of 
the interests of his constituents and those of 
Senator Fitzpatrick’s. 

Senator Fitzpatrick said the amendment 
was entirely satisfactory to his constituents 
and he hoped it would be adopted. A motion 
to table Senator Mahoney’s amendment pre- 
vailed by a vote of yeas 26 to nays, 15. 

Senator Morrison offered an amendment 
calculated to eliminate from the bill all ref- 
erence or recognition of existing contracts at 
the time the law should take effect. This was 
defeated on a roll calPby a vote of yeas, 20; 
to nays, 10. 

Senator Johnson then offered an amend- 
ment striking from the bill these words: 
„Provided, however, that such use, improve- 
ment, and repair of such street, alley, high- 
way, or public ground shall not interfere 
with or obstruct such _ railroad in 
its use of such street, alley, or high- 
way, or public ground in the manner and as 
the same shail have been granted to it, by 
said public authorities. Senator Johnson 
said this provision, in his mind. 
practically annulled the law which gave 
city authorities contro! of streets 
used by street car companies. To his mind 
it took away from the authority of such mu- 
nicipalities the police power now exercised by 
them over public streets and grounds. The 
veople of Chicago would not sanction any 
such a radical change in the law, which would 
be a great deprivation of power. Senator 
Crawford insisted, however, that this ques- 
tion was amply provided for in another pro- 
vision of the bill. Senator Johnson’s amend- 
ment was tabled by a vote of yeas 21 to nays 
12, and the bill sent to third reading by a 
viva voce vote. 

The bill was ordered enrolled and engrossed 
for third reading and will be put on its passage 
seme day next week. The roll-call in the 
main was the same as previous ones on the 
saine question. 

The Chicago members disagree to some 
extent over the merits and demerits of the 
bill. While the battle was reasonably ‘‘ sas- 
sy.“ it bas wound up without any particular 
ill-fecling, and the chances are the brethren 
will dweli in the same strain of peace and 
harmony that bas characterized their stay in 
Springfield. It will be remembered that the 
Republican Senators from Cook County. were 
the motive power in perfecting the organiza- 
tion of the Senate, and they are too shrewd 
and too bright to disagree for all time over a 
subsidiary issue. 


IT FAVORS THE ASPINWALL MEASURE, 


Senate Committee on Roads and Bridges 
Takes Encouraging Action. 
Sprinerietp, III., March 7.— [Special. 
Breeders of fine horses, trotters as well as 
runners, will be delighted, to know that the 
Senate Committee on Roads.and Bridges to- 
day took favorable action on the bill relating 
to pool-sdlling inspired by the Northwestern 
Horse Breeders Association and introduced 
by Senator Aspinwall. The committee is 
composed of menfrom the rural districts, 
who have little in common with some of the 
debasing influences of large cities. The meet- 
ing of the committee was exceedingly brief, 
and the result was achieved in less time than 
it takes to write the story. It is the first 
time in the last fifteen years that a 
pool bill was introduced one day and 
reported’ the next, Senator Aspinwall 
received material assistance from some of 
the Chicago members, and the bill doubtless 
will be ovdered to second reading tomorrow 
or Tuesday next. No better man in the Gen- 
eral Assembly could be selected to champion 
the measure. Senator Aspinwall has the ex- 
perience’ of long service in the General 
Assembly and is heart and soul with the 
measure. He will have the codperation of 
the horse breeders, the county fair associa- 
tions, and all the race tracksin the State out- 
side of Bast St. Louis, Harlem, and Haw.

CASH PAYMENT FOR CITY FRANCHISES. 


Prov sions of a Bill Introdaced by Repre- 
8 sentative Fleming. 

Sruinorigevp, III., March 7.— The provisions 
of the bill introduced in the House today by 
Represéntative Fieming are that no franchise 
or franchises shall be granted to any person 
or persons, Company, association, or corpora- 
tion in any eity of 100,000 or more inhab- 
itants by the Council of such city unless an 


and franchises must be duly 
advertising in t wo.daily newspapers published 
in such city and inted in the English lan- 
guage for thirty days before being presented 
to said City Countil, the advertisement clearly 
and explicitly stating the nature of thie appli- 
cation to be made or the franchise required 
and to en for competition under sealed 
bids, to led with the Commissioner of 
Public Wo8Ks. accompanied by a certified 
check, and said franchises or grants sha'l be 
granted to the highest bidder. Any person or 
persons, associatien, company, or corpora- 
tion obtaining such franchise or ordinance 
shall pay to said city such amount as they 
may bid, and in addition thereto shal) pay to 
such city 25 per cent of the gross receipts ob- 
tained from such public grants or franchises. 
All ordinances appertaining thereto shal! give 
said city the power to examine into all ac- 
counts and to have access to ail; books and 
documents of any person or persons, associa- 
tion, company, or corporation, No franchise 
shall be granted beyond the term of twenty- 
tive years. 

The Thirty-eighth General Assembly passed 
u bill concerning contracts for the condi- 
tional sale or lease of railroad and street car 
equipment and rolling stock, and providing 
for the record uf leases when made. Repre- 
sentative Plotke today introduced a bill for 
the repeal of this act. Under the law of 
1893 leases of equipment of the character 
referred to were made valid by recording the 
same in the office of the Secretary of Hate. 
Under the law of 1881, which the law of 
1893 repealed, the recording of the lease was 
required in a number of places. Thebill was 
of great benefit to the Pullman Palace Car 
company. Its repeal would rehabilitate the 
law of 1881, and under certain circumstances 
might interfere with leases of the character 
referred to. 

The bill introduced in the House today by 
Representative Ferns provides that the char- 
ter of any corporation entering any trust, 
pool, or combination shall be forfeited; that 
all contracts made in violation of the act shall 
be void; that the purchaser of any article or 
commodity sold in violation of the act shall 
not be liable for the price thereof, and that in 
case the charter is forfeited the State’s-Attor- 
ney shall be entitled to a fee of not less than 

25. It is made the duty of county officers 
eto furnish the Secretary of State such infor- 
mation as he may require. 

The bill introduced by Representative No- 
vak fixes the maximum rates to be charged 
for gas as follows: In cities of 100,000 in- 
habitants or more, 75 cents each 1,000 cubic 
feet; in cities of less than 100,000 and more 
than 50,000 inhabitants, $1; in cities of less 
than 50,000 and more than 20,000, $1.25; 
and in cities of less than 20,000, $1.50. The 
quality of gas is prescribed and provision is 
made fur the testing of gas by the city author- 
ities,

SHUTS OUT THE STARS AND BARS, 


G. W. Cole Has a Bill to Regulate the Dis- 
play of National Banners. 

An act to regulate the display of National 
flags and emblems within the State of IIIi- 
nols is the title of a bill George W. Cole, 
an attorney in the old Stock Exchange Build- 
ing, has forwarded to Secretary of State Hin- 
richsen at Springfield, with a request that 
some Cook County Representative introduce 
it in the Legislaturé: Mr. Cole says the inci- 
dent of July 4 last, when Mrs. Hammond dis 
played the Confederate flay in front of her 
residence at Dayton street and Garfield ave- 
nue, and which was torn’ down by a crowd of 
indignant citizens, who run up the American 
flag in its place, moved him to try for the pas- 
sage of a bill that will prevent a repetition of 
such sensational affairs. The text of Mr. 
Cole’s bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the people of t 
nois, in General Assembly, that w 
hereafter display or cause to be disWayed upon 
any public or private building, dwelling-house, 
or edifice, or upon any mast or pole erected for 
such purposes, ox in any other way publicly. any 
Hag or emblem of any foreign nation, without 
combining such dispiay with the flag of the 
United States undra or raised above such 
foreign flag, shall be deemed guilty of misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined a sum not less than $25 nor more than $200 
for each such flag or emblem so displayed, or be 
confined in the County Jail for a period not less 
thirty days nor more than six months, or both. 

Be it further enacted, that any one who shall 
hereafter display, or cause to be displayed, used, 
or cause to be used, upon any public or private 
occasion, upon any public or private building, 
dwelling house, or other edifice, or upon any 
mast or pole erected for such purpose, the fla 
known as that of the Confederate States o 
America shall be déemed guilty of misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof fined a sum 
not less than $50 nor more than $200 for every 
flag or emblem so dispiayed, or shall be confined 
in the county jail for a term not less than thirty 
days nor more than six months, or bot 

revided, however, that noth in this act 
shall be construed to interfere with the ay 
of such foreign flags or emblems upon the pri- 
vate or official offices or residences of accredited 
representatives of foreign nations temporarily 
resident within this State. 

Inasmuch as an emergency existe, this act to 

become in force from and after the day of 
its passage.

{page 1,111, Council Proceedings for 1894 95). 
upon the same subject, had the following to say: 


“The law requires the prior subscription of the ¢ 


entire capital stock in good faith, as a condition 
precedent to the legal organization of a stock 
company, And ordinary prudence dictates that 
a fifty year’s franchise of this magnitude should 
not be granted toa company with fictitious cap- 
ital. The most persistent inquiries on my part, 
however. have failed to ascertain a single capi- 
talist who would father this company, and the 


. pecords disclose that with the exception of a few

‘seribed by a lawyer's typewriter. Under such 


tances I deem it my duty to return to you 
— — without my approval. It is the

No Cash Deposit Required. 


2. As to the requisite of a cash deposit:

Not Required in the Ogden Ordinance. 


The precedent referred to by Mayor Hopkias was 
established in the case of the ordindnce in favor 
of the Mutual Electric Light and Power com- 

any. passed March 12, 1894. In his mess of 

arch 19, 1894, vetoing. that ordinance, Mayor 


Hopkins said (page 2.260): Provisions against 


leasing, selling, or assigning the privileges grant- 
ed, provisions against combinations with other 
persons or corporations are found in almost all 
so-calied franchise ordinances, and are contained 
in the one under consideration. But suppose 
some person or a combination of persons or some 
other company acquires the controlling interest 
in this company, and also in one or more other 
concerns 2 the light or a similar busi- 
ness. Whatthen? The company in such case 


has not violated any of the provisions of the or- 


dinance, but its stock is held in such a way that 
practically the same result is_ indirect- 
ly accomplished as would be in case 
the company should directly make a 
combination or trust arrangement with other 
companies. To guard agamst this result the 
anti-trust clause submitted. by me provides in 
substance that if, by any means or methods what- 
soever, the stock of the company shall at any 
time be held, owned. or controlled in such a way 
as to effect, practically or virtually, a 28 
tion or combination or trust arrangement of aby 
kind, of said company with any other concern 
operating or controlling alike or similar plant, 
then the privileges granted by the ordinance 
should be entirely null and void.“ 

That nothing of the sort was insisted upon by 
Mayor Hopkins in the Ogden ordinance is a fact 
of which, of course, you are fully aware. 

5. Astothe requisite of deposits to insure 
proper restoration of the streets: 

Upon this point the provisions of the Ogden 


ofdinance and of the Universal ordinance are sub- 


stantially and almost literally the same. Both 
ordinances provide for a deposit of $20,000 as a 
guaranty for the restoration of the streets, pave- 
meats, sidewalks, water pipes, sewer and gas 
pipes to a condition equally as good as before the 
opening of the streets. In his veto message of 
July 23, 1894 (page 1,112), Mayor Hopkins said: 
“The deposit of $20,000 required as a guaranty 
for the proper restoration of the streets is entirely 
insufficient. The damage done may amount toa 
million dollars and even more. Let the company 
procure an estimate of the cost of restoration of 
the streets to be torn up at one time, and then 
from time to time deposit the amounts of such es- 
timates as the work progresses.”’ 


Views Change with Time, 


The safeguard therefore which was considered 
by Mayor Hopkins entirely insufficient ’’ in 
the case of the Universal Gas company evidently 
was regarded by him as entirely sufficient in the 
case of the Ogden company. And although, ac- 
cording to his own statement. the damage done 
may amount to $1,000,000, and even more,“ he 
was satisfied in the present instance with the re- 
quirement of a deposit of $20,000. 

6. As to the requirement of a smaller charge 
for fuel gas than for illuminating gas. 

The Ogdeh ordinance limits the price of gas to 
90. cents per 1.000 cubic feet without regard to 
its use for illuminating or fuel purposes. This 
circumstance was «severely criticised by Mayor 
Hopkins iu his message of Feb. 14, 1894, vetoing 
the Metropolitan gas ordinance. 

The statement next refers to the fact that in 
the Ogden ordinance the Mayor made no pro- 
vision ugainst collusive injunction suits for 
extending the time limit for completing gas 
works, But omitting this provision the 
Mayor departed from un unbroken line of 
precedents set by hi lf. It is next set 
forth that in vetoing the Metropolitan Gas 
ordinance the Mayor said no provision had 
been made for cheaper gas in case the cost of 
manufacturing should be greatly lessened by 
some invention, and he proposed an amend- 
ment covering the case. He insisted upon no 
such provision in the Ogden ordinance. 
Again, when the Universal ordinance was 
passed the Mayor insisted upon an amend- 
ment providing thatin case the city should 
buy the plant nothing except the tangible as- 
sets and property of the company should be 
considered. There is no such provision in the 
Ogden ordihance. The report continues: 

And now, after considering all the above in- 
stances in which Mayor Hopkins bas departed 
from his oft-repeated policy, let us » — the 
language used by him in his message of March 4: 
“The ordinance relating to the Ogden Gas com- 
pany is not literally in accord with my ideas 
concerning franchise ordinances of this charac- 
ter, but it is substantiaily in compliance with 
my oft-repeated policy in that regard. 

Cosmopolitan’s Sweeping Privileges. 


Of the Cosmopolitan Electric company 
ordinance Mr. Zeisler says: 


I venture to say that no ordinance in the his- 
tory of the City of Chicago has ever passed giv- 
ing any company such sweeping privileges as t 
in favor of the Cosmopolitan Electric company 
passed Feb. 25, 1895. It is privileged to rip open 
every street and alley in the City of Chicago with- 
out limitation as to place. In the light of the 
Mayor’s observations herein above quoted, it ap- 
pears strange that he is satisfied with the provis- 
ions of the ordinance requiring a cash deposit of 
only $10,000 for the restoration of the streets by 
the company. The ordinance requires no cash de- 
posit from the company to insure the erection by 
it of any works which would give added facili- 
ties to the citizens of Chicago. That Mayor 
Hopkins has notin this instance followed the 
precedent set by him will be clear from a consid- 


eration of some of the points urged by him in his 


message of March 19, 1894 (page 2,259), vetoing 
an ordinance in favor of the Mutual Electric 
Light and Power company. Inthe case of che 
little one-horse concern, known as the Mutual, 
Mayor Hopkins insisted upon a deposit of $10,- 
000 to be forfeited to the City of Chicago unless 
the company should within one year erect and 
have ready for operation a plant actually costing 
not less than $40,000, with a capacity of fur- 
nishing electric light for not less than 350 are 
lights, besides requiring that the company 
should withiu five years from the passage of the 
ordinance enlarge its plant soasto be able to 
furnish electric light at any place within its ter- 
ritory, and further required a bond in the sum of 


$40,000 to insure the good faith of the company. 


The statement then sets forth that the Cos- 
mopolitan ordinance provides that after five 
years from the date upon which the ccmpany 
shall commence to operate its plant it is to 
pay to the city annualiy 8 per cent of its 
The ordinance of the Mutual 
provided it should pay 3 per cent of its gross 
receipts from the start, and after the first ten 
years it should be increased to 5 per cent. 
Then the statement adds: Additional incon- 


sistencies of Mayor Hopkins might be point- 
ed out, but the above will probably suffice for 
your purposes,”’

TEMPORARY POSTOFFIOE BUILDING 
HELD UP FOR A WHILE, 


. 
Must Await the Action of the Slow-Going 


Supervising Architect’s Office—It Pro- 
fesses Fear of the Made Ground on the 
Lake-Front and Wants an Investiga- 
tion Revenue from Sugar Imports Doe: 
Not Justify Expectations=<Income Tax 
Arguments Before the Supreme Court. 


Wasurneron, D. C., March 7.—[Special. ]— 
The Supervising Architect’s office be- 
gun work on the Chicago public building in 
the old, old way which has made the bureau 
the laughing stock of the architects of the 
country. The office has discovered that the 
Lake-Front has made ground and according- 
ly it has deemed it necessary to delay mat- 
ters until a report can be received as to the 
suitability of the ground for supporting a 
temporary building. The bureau is appar- 
ently alarmed because the Lake- Front 
was filled in over twenty years ago. and is 
profoundly ignorant of the fact that the Ex- 
position Building and the Art Institute have 
been located on thissame ground and that 
either of these buildings is an infinitely more 
important structure than the temporary build- 
ing for the government. Having discovered 
tne mare’s nest of made ground the bureau will 
suspend operation until the data“ can be 
obtained from its own special agent, when a 
little investigation among Chicago Congress- 
men would have demonstrated the fact that 
other and far heavier permanent buildings 
have successfully stood on the same ground. 
A temporary one or two story building is a 
mountain of circumlocution and red tape to 
the Government Architect's office. A few 
dispatches from Chicago on this subject 
might save some valuable time. Chicago 
may have to content itself with a one-story 
steel and brick building for temporary use by 
the public as a Postoffice and the housing of 
other officials of the government, and there is 
a likelihood also that the building’s dimen- 
sions may be reduced from those furnished 
the Treasury Department by Postmaster 
Hesing. Everything depends upon the esti- 
mates of cost beimg prepared in the office 
Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury for the construction of the proposed 
temporary structure. Fully a week must 
elapse before the information as to the foun- 
dation can be Collected and sent to Washing- 
ton and meanwhile the wheels ot progress 
are clogged, for no attempt will be made to 
draw up a plan until tne stability of the foun- 
dation is established beyond all question. 
Then it will be in order for the drawings to 
be made and proposals for bids advertised 
for. Copies of the plans will be furnished all 
who désire to compete, and probably by May 
At least this is the 
program outlined at.the Supervising Archi- 
tect’s office, and the understanding is that 
fully sixty days more will elapse before the 
building will be ready for occupancy. This 
will bring matters down to the beginning of 
the fiscal year, July 1.1895. 


* 

Imports of dutiable sugar during February 
were somewhat larger than durmg January, 
but have not justified the expectations of 
large revenue from the duty levied under the 
new tariff. Dutiable imports of January were 


. 171,000,000 pounds, valued at $3,000,000, 


and for February 182,627,022 pounds, val- 
ued at $3,312,756. The revenue at a uni- 
form rate of 30 per cent, exclusive of the 
differential duty on the small imports of re- 
fined sugar, was $1,200,000 for January and 
about $1,325,000 for February. Average 
receipts under the tariff have been estimated 
at $3,500,000, but January and February 
are always months of small importations. 
Heavy imports begin in March and steadily 
swell during April, May,and June. The 
difference between these months and 
January and February is likely to 
be more marked than usual this 
year because of the stock of sugar 
imported before the duty took effect, Aug. 28, 
1894. Imports of freesugar during Febru- 
ary, under the reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands were 40,307,872 pounds, 
valued at $1,106,236. The largest imports 
of dutiable sugar were of cane under No. 16, 
Dutch standard. The total was 152,797,369 


pounds, valued at $2,819,853, of which 55, 
835,340 pounds, valued at $1,053,539, were 
imported at 


Philadelphia; 65,651,102 
pounds, valued at $1,183,198, at New York: 
and 31,230,459 pounds, valued at $581,645, 
at Boston. The imports of beet root sugar 
were 28,082,615 pounds, valued at 8450, 
186, of which 24,174,776 pounds, valued at 
$395,425, were imported at New York. The 
total imports of sugar above No. 16, Dutch 
standard, were 1,747,038 pounds, valued at 
$42,717.

| of $50, 000, 

Wasutnaton,. D. C., March 7.— The Equip- 
ment Bureau of tho Navy Department has 
saved about 850,000 at one move by adopt- 
ing the plan of supplying the United States 


tax, duty, excise, or import which was variable 
or lacking in uniformity as to individuals or

As illustrative of the effect of the operation 
of the law he pointed out that an individual 
owning real estate bringing an income of

amounting to $20,000 a year which would 
be required to pay no tax, while a corpora- 
tion composed of the same persons would be 
compelled to pay $400. Ina word, he said, 
the application of the law would vary accord - 
ing to ownership. The corporation was only 
an aggregation of individuals, and in most 
corporations a part at least of the stock was 
owned by the middle classes. 

Referring to the exemption made in the in- 
terests of mutual insurance companies he 
asserted that in the United States there are 
1.900 such companies, and that of these 
1,600 were domg business on the mutual 
plan. and he said that in New York alone the 
wording of the act exempting such companies 
would relieve 81,000, 000.000 worth of prop. 
erty from its operation. The leading mutual 
insurance company would secure the benefit 
of an eremption on its income amounting to 
$200,000 per year, while its rival, organized 
on the stock plan, would have to pay. its in- 
come tax. This advantage was givenin the 
law, he asserted, simply because some one 
wanted to favor some particular mutual com- 


any. 
1 Mr. Guthrie dwelt upon the exemption in 
the interest of the Building and Loan Associa- 
tions, which were, he said. relieved of the an- 
nual payment of $600,000 and whose assets, 
it had been asserted, were greater than the 
combination of capital of all the national 
banks. All that men would have todo to 
evade the operations of the law would be to 
organize building and loan associations. 

Mr. Guthrie will resume his argument at 
12 o’clock tomorrow. 


IT WILL SUPPRESS LOTTERY SCHEMES. 


New Law Will Accomplish All Postal De- 
partment Desires, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 7.—In the opin- 
ion of postal officers the anti-lottery act 
passed by Congress will have a far-reaching 
effect in suppressing lottery schemes in this 
country. Its provisions are expected to 
effectually prevent the conveyance of lottery 
matter between the States or its introcuction 
here from other countries by express com- 
panies: or common carriers. Through a 
limitation of jurisdiction the department was 
required to transport lottery and fraudulent 
matter and express money orders for invest- 
ment in these schemes, and yet has been de- 
prived of the revenue from the postal money 
orders it would otherwise have issued, Lot- 
tery companies have corresponded with those 
interested under seal through the mails and 
given them instructions to use express money 
orders. This defect will be eradicated by the 
authority given in the act to the Postmaster- 
General to refuse to deliver to persons who 
are found to be using the mails to defraud 
any class of mail matter and to return to 
senders marked “ fraudulent.” 


WILL SOON ISSUE A LABOR BULLETIN, 


It Will Be Published Bimonthly After the 
New Fiscal Year. 

Wasurnetron, D. C., March 7.—The iesu- 
ance of a bimonthly bulletin of the Depart- 
ment of Labor will be commenced at the be- 
ginning of the next fiscal year. The publica- 
tion is authorized by an act passed last month, 
and each issue will embrace about 100 octave 
pages: The bulletins will be restricted to 
current facts as to the conditions of labor in 
this and other countries, condensations of 
State and foreign labor reports, the condition 
of employment, and other matters of impor- 
tance. The inauguration of the scheme is in 
line with plans already adopte by four for- 
eign governments—England, France, Russia, 
and New Zealand—all of which are now pub- 
lishing labor gazettes. 


NO ANTAGONISM OVER DOUGLASS’ WILL. 
Sons Deny Any Feeling Towards Their 
Father’s Widow.

NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


Treasury Department Considering‘a Ques- 
tion Relating to Copyrights. 

Wasnineoton, D. C., March 7.—An important 
question relating to copyrights has been raiséd 
by a well-known publishing firm and is now 
under consideration at the Treasury Department. 
The old copyright law made it illegal to bring 
into the United States foreign copies of books 
copyrighted in this country. The law of 1891 
amended the old law in some unimportant par 
ticulars, but expressly provided that it was not 
to go into effect until a subsequent date, July 1, 
1891. The question involved is whether the new 
law, not being retroactive, did not release from 
the importation prohibited all books of Ameri- 
can authors copyrighted prior to July 1, 1891. 
Should it be held that the new law took the place 
of the old one foreign editions of all American 
books written and copyrighted prior to 1891 
might hereafter be imported free of duty and 
without regard to American copyright laws, 
which would necessarily interfegg with the pub- 
lishing business in this country.

CANNON IN THE EIELD. 


WANTS APPROPRIATIONS OHAIR- 
Marsh IN WEXT CONGRESS. 


He Vacated It When the Democrats Came 
Into Power=On Behalf of the Re pub- 
lican Minority of the Committee He 
‘Prepares a Summary Comparing the 
Expenditures of the Fifty-third Con- 
Kress with the So-Called “Billion Dol- 
lar Congress.” 


Wasutnerton, D. C., March 7.—[Special.]— 
„ pulled the laboring oar in the ang a 
Congress as Chairman af the Appropriations 
committee.“ remarked Representative Can- 
non of Illinois, and in the next Congress, 
if lam a memberof the Appropriations com- 
mittee at all, I shall expect to be its Chair- 
man. During the Congress which has just 
ended it has fallen to my lot to do the bulk of 
the work imposed upon the minority, for in 
two cases my Republican colleagues on the 
Appropriations committee were prevented by 
ill health and other causes from attending to 
their duties at all. times, When the Fifty- 
fourth Congress convenes the Appropriations 
committee, which controls the purse strings 
of the government, will be the most im- 
portant of all the committees, and I propose 
to enter into active competition for its head, 
not only for my own sake, but 
for the sake of the great State of 
lilinois, which I in part represent. If a 
line should be drawn west of Pittsburg 
it will be seen that in the next House the West 
will have a majority of thirty Congressmen, 
and this fact should entitie us to the recogni- 
tion which Iam seeking, No doubt a cry will 
be raised that Illinois wants Appropriations 
and Ways and Means, but the latter commit- 
tee willonly bea dress parade body in the 
next Congress and no legislation will be pos- 
sidle with a hostile executive and Senate. 
Then, too, the people are tired of tariff tinker- 
ing and nothing of the sort will, in ail proba- 
bility, be attempted when the Republicans 
organize and control the next House. Our 
leaders recognize the fact that agitation’ of 
thia sort must cease in order that the country 
may be able to get down to business again. 
In the event of there being a conflict over the 
Chairmanships of the Appropriations and 
Ways and Means committees assurances have 
been given me that Illinois and its interests will 
be considered of paramount importance, and 
hence the leadership of the House, which the 
Chairmanship of the Appropriation commit- 
tee implies, will be given me if 1 make the 
fight for it, and I am going to make the effort 
in this direction because 1 believe that the 
West and myself are entitled to such recog- 
nition for past services, With the exception 
of the Fifty-second Congress I have been a 
member of the Appropriations committee 
since 1879 and have always been found equal 
to the duties imposed upon me. Leaving out 
all question as to my mental qualifications on 
physical grounds I have always been egual to 
any emergency, and loss of sleep Ir other 
causes have not incapacitated me in the 
slightest perceptible degree. So it might 
just as well be understood first as last that I 
am out for the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations in the Fifty-fourth 
Congress.”’ 

Cannon Compares Expenditures. 


Representative Cannon, on behalf of. the 
Republican minority of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, has prepared a summary 
showing the total expenditures of the Fifty- 
third Congress, and comparing them with the 
expenditures of the so-called Billioa-Dollar 
Congress.“ in which Mr. Cannon was at the 
head of the Appropriations committee. The 
statement will be published tomorrow as a 
part of the Congressional Record. It says: 

I avail myself of the 2 to present, 
for the information of the House and of the coun- 
try, a statement of the aggregate of appropria- 
tions made by this Congress—the first haif of 
Cleveland’s administration—as compared with 
the aggregate of the appropriations for the 
Fifty-first and Fifty-second Congresses, respect- 
ively, under Harrison’s. administration. For 
this purpose 1 insert a comparative statement, 
which has been carefully compiled and is correct. 

From this statement it appears that the appro- 

riations of the Fifty-first Congress. when Mr. 
Reed was Speaker of the House and the Presi- 
dent and the Senate were Republican, were in 
round numbers $988,000,000, while the appro- 

riations for the Fifty-second Co 
ouse was Democratic and 
Speaker, wasin round numbers $1,027,000,000, 


and the appropriations for this Congress, with 


President, House, and Senate all Democratic, 
are in round numbers $990,000,000. Moreover, 


the late sale of the thirty-year 4 per cent United 


States bonds—the payment of interest upon 
which is permanent—swells the total appropria- 
tions for this and the next fiscal year by $2,900,- 
000, making the grand total actually appropri- 
ated by this Congress in round numbers $993,- 
000,000. This exceeds the appropriations made 
by the Fifty-tirst Congress, called by our Demo- 
cratic — “the Billion-Dollar Congress, in 
round numbòrs by $5,000,000. 92 

This Congress, furthermore, in addition to the 
actual increase of appropriations has authorized 
public works to be done under contract, leaving 
the next Congress to make appropriations there- 
for as follows:

Appropriations Tell the Story. 


The appropriations for the public service, as a 
rule, make dry reading, but to the careful stu- 
dent of public questions they tell more of the 
policies of administrations and parties than can 
be gathered from volumes of words and protesta- 
tions. I cali attention that the appropriations of 
pensions to the defenders of the republic in war 
and to their widows and orphans by this Con- 
gress, under Cleveland, are $42,129,616 less 
than those made by the Fifty-second Congress— 
thé last two years under Harrison. This 542. 
000,000 decrease gives in flgures the tangible re- 
sult of an unfriendly—I will go further and say 
unjust adm iuis tration of the pension laws under 
Cleveland. 

The condition of the country was far different 
under Harrison’s administration from what it has 
been and now is under this administration. Then 
there was universal prosperty. Now there is uni- 
vereal adversity. en, under wise revenue laws, 
the people cheerfully contributed to the support 
of the government from their abundance, and 
were giad when the Treasury poured from its full 
coffers the necessary money liberally and wisely 
to carry on the gcvernment, and afterall there 
was done a surplus still remained to anticipate 
the payment of the war debt.

Comparisons with the Statements of Dee. 
19, 1895—q@Rapid Transit Bondholders 
Agree Only on the Proposition That 
the Stuckholders Must Be Assessed=— 
The Stock Breaks Sharply=—North Side 
Advances = Decision Affecting Bank 
Loans. 


The Controller has called for statements 
from the national banks showing their condi- 
tion March 5. The statements will undoubt- 
edly show material increase in the loans of 
Chicago banks in the aggregate and consid- 
erable decrease in the deposits, Those which 
have so far been published are irregular, 
some of them showing sharp increasein dis- 
counts and others only a slight gain. The 
loans and discounts of the Continental are 
only a shade larger than they were in Decem- 
ber, standing at $6,823,000, against $6,820,- 
000. The bank has reduced its holdings of 
stocks and bonds from $388,000 to 8293, 
000. The amount due from banks and from 
the United States Treasury has increased 
from $893,000 to $1,119,000, and the cash 
has decreased from $3,244,000 to 52,450, 
000, making cash .means stand at 
$3,569,000, against $4,187,000, Undivided 
profits have decreased from $174,000 to $113,- 
000 and deposits have failen from $9,145,000 to

There was another conference of representa- 
tive Rapid Transit bondhoiders yesterday which 
included Lyman J. Gage, Byron Smith, and Mar- 
shall Field. It appears that about the only thing 
which the first section and second section bond- 
holders have been able to agree to yet is that all 
the burdens ought to be borne by the stockhold- 
ers in any reorganization scheme. The unanimity 
of opinion among the bondho!ders on that point 
has given the stockholders a chill, and the pros- 
pect for an assessment yesterday sent the quota- 
tions of the stock off sharply. After a weak open- 
ing at 12% the stock sold down to 10%, with the 
most active trading in it of anything on the list.

But if they took a 
clear view of the situation they would welcome 
an assessment rather than Oppgee one. As the 
situation now stands the stock is worthless, for 
there is no prospect for a long time to come 
of the road being able to earn interest on 
the outstanding bonds unless its earn- 
ing capacity is materially increased. 
An assessment on the stockholders means an in- 
crease in the earning capecity if the assessment 
is devoted to building feeders. One of the 
phases of the situation is that according to the 
terms of the second section mortgage that mort- 
kee will become a first lien upon au Englewood 

ranch even though the branch were built with 
money furuish by the stockholders. The 
mortgage specifically covers a line of road com- 
mencing at a point between Fifty-fifth and Sixty- 
sixth streets and running west to Wallace street.

Sugar the Overshadowing. Feature and the 
Dealings Are Heavy. 

New Tonk. March 7.—[Special.}—There was 
a feverish and unsettled feeling in the share 
list on the Stock Exchange today, and outside of 
a few properties the market exhibited even less 
of interest than yesterday. There was a tend- 
ency to improvement in railroad bonds under a 
growing demand. The overshadowing feature 
of the stock market was sugar, which figured 
for large and excited dealings, the total trans- 
actions exceeding all other properties com- 
bined. The manipulation was active on both 
sides and the fluctuations wide and 
frequent. The decline in the early hours 
was to a great extent simply marking down o 
the price by the clique that has control) 
the stock for several weeks. Vague rumors of a 
coming reduction in the rate ind some short 
selling at the decline, and thea the clique brok- 
ers rapidly bid the price up. The transactions 
on the advance were on an enormous scale, room 
traders, clique brokers, and shorts join in the 
movement. Much of the trading was influenced 
by a report circulated by some of the largest 
buyers that not only would the regular dividend 
be declared, but that an additional 10 per cent 
would be distributed. Just after 2 p. 15 the reg- 
ular quarterly dividend of 3 per cent, free from 
income tax, was announced, The officers de- 
clined to state whether the dividend is to be 
drawn from the surplus or not. No statement of 
earnings accompanied the dividend. 

Traders sold and offered down New York Cen- , 
tral on various dividend conjectures. Some 
stock came ‘out because of stop orders being 
reached. 

Chicago Gas advanced on authorised state- 
ments from important interests inthe old man- 
agement denying that they were in any way con- 
nected with the 2 opposition company 
that recently obtained a franchise from tbe city.

LINER FAST IN NEW YORK BAY, BUT 
OA PASSENGERS LANDED. 


Buoys Become Displaced by Shifting Ice 
and the Pilet Loses His Reckoning 
Coming Up to the City~Deposed Officer 
of the Missionary Society Short $19,000 
in His Accqunts=Cat Show te Be Held

oro Metropolis. ; 
New Yorx, March 7.—[Special.]—A com- 
bination of ice damaged buoys and fog is re- 
sponsible for the grounding of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd’s steamer Havel in Gedney’s 

Channel while coming in from sea at 3 

_ e’clock this morning. The flagship ran into 
the sand near the head of this channel and 
all efforts to get it back into deep water were 
uprewarded. 

The Havel left Bremen Feb. 26 and South- 
ampton the day following. It was in charge 
of a Sandy Hook pilot when the mishap oc- 


curred. There were 425 passengers on the 


ship, 150 in the first and second saloons and 
975 in the steerage. Among the passengers 
the following are from Cmeago and the West: 
Miss Anna Arend, Conrad Alban, Miss Marie 
Alban, Joseph Graf, Max Hertel, Louis Jor- 
dan, Mrs, Olga Jordan, and Miss Marie 
Schroder, Chicago; Edwin M. Mendel, Mil- 
waukee; Herman Marten, Vincennes, Ind. 

The steamer. went into shoal water without 
any perceptible shock. It was traveling ata 
rate of eight knots an hour and ran along the 
gnoal for about a quarter of its length before 
the engines responded to the telegraph signal 
to stop. Then full speed astern ”’ was tele- 
graphed and promptly obeyed, but all efforts 
to budge the craft were unsuccessful. 

The ice that has been breakingin the har- 
bor with the warm weather of the last few 
days has had full liberty in the lower bay and, 
aided by the strong ebb tide that always runs 
there, 1t has wrought great havoc on the elec- 

tric 7 my buoys of Gedney’s Channel. To- 
day for the fourth time this winter the buoys 
— ata from their anchorages by the 
drifting flbes and rendered useless. The pilot 
who is in charge of the Havel, expecting. of 
course, to fing the buqys in good working or- 
der, attempted to bring in his charge without 
any suspicion that the channel was not prop- 
erly marked. 

It was high when the Havel grounded. As 
the tide feli it listed to starboard. All this 
afternoon fifteen tugs worked at the steam- 
ship without avail. The Merritt Coast 
Wrecking company at 6 o' clock this 
evening sent down the wrecking steamer 
J. D. Jones with two sea wrecking 
barges to float the Havel by taking off some 
of its cargo. The tug Jones is fitted up with 
electric lights, search lights, and all other ao- 

paratus necessary to conduct such work at

passengers and their baggage were 
transferred to a tender and landed at Hoboken 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon. The steerage 
passengers will be landed today. 

Among the passengers were thirteen Jap- 
anese military men who were returning to 
offer their services to their country.

In the event of the Havel not being hauled 
off at high tide early tomorrow morning the 
274 gteerage passengers on board will be 
taken to Ellis Island and the cargo will be 
lightened. 

At midnight the position of the Havel was 
unchanged, except that it had settled a few 
inches deeper into the sand. It was the 
opinion among shipping men that great 
difficulty would be experienced in floating it, 
and that its safety would be threatened 
should a storm blow up.

TO MAKE LLOYDS AMENABLE TO LAW 


Chamber of Commerce Protests Against 
Their Unrestricted Business. 

New York, March 7.— Special.“ —At a 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce today 
Louis Windmuller called attention to the fact 
that a number of failures have occurred 
among so-called Lioyds. Someof these as- 
sociations, he said, are reliable; others are 
not. Ifthey were obliged to make statementa 
of assets and liabilities, and have these state- 
ments ecrutinized by the department, few of 
them would be found solvent. As long as 
they simply insured each others’ property 
their financial standing did not concern the 
public. 

But most of them now solicit insurance in 
competition with stock companies of estab- 
lished reputation which comply with the 
laws of this State. Some of these associa- 
tionsinclude among their subscribers men 
whose responsibility is either impaired or 
doubtful; others fail to comprehend the mag- 
pee of obligations which the managers 
neur. 

Mr. Windmuller therefore moved that the 
Chamber of Commerce request the Legisla- 
ture to enact a law which shall sub- 
mit Lloyds Fire Insurance as s0- 
ciations to the same proper rules 
which now apply in the case of 
stock fire insurance companies, requiring 
them to make the same reports of condition, 
assets, liabilities, income, and expenditures; 
to®hold the same reserves, invested as required 
by the law for insurance companies, for the 
security of those who have running contracts 
of insurance, to pay pro-rata their burden of 
the taxes now im upon all others en- 
gaged in the business of fire insurance. The 
resolutions were adopted.

for in the original contract. The contrac. 
tors sent in a bill for $6,000 asextras and it 
was laid before the Village Board for consid- 
eration, After a good dealof debate and 
some negotiations between the con- 
tractors and the trustees a settle- 
ment was finally agreed upon for $3,500. 
A voucher for this amount was approved 
by the board, but when the voucher reachéd 
the President for his signature Dick refused 
to approve it. President Dick, it is alleged, 
made use of the worde: This is a steal from 
beginning to end, and the men who presented 
this bill here are thieves and robbers. The 
plaintiffs are suing for $25,000. Durmg the 
controversy regarding the bill of the con- 
tractors, C. W. Merrities, Mr. Coghlan said, 
made the allegation that he had been offered 
by some one $250 for his vote, and that mat- 
ter will be the subject of an investivation at a 
meeting of the board set for tomorrow even- 
ing.

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FATAL T0 BUTTERINE. 


MANUFPAOTURERS OF THE IMITATION 
TAKE A GLOOMY VIEW. 


Hostile Legislation in the Different States 
May Have the Effect of Throttling an 
Industry Which Employs Hundreds of 
People in Chicago=mMen Interested in 
the Business Find the Dairy and Butter 
Interests Too Strong to Fight<I4.a Boon 
to the Poor and Entirely Healthfal. 


“If measures pending in the Legislatures 
of a number of States become laws, the manu- 
facture’of oleomargarine and other imitations 
of butter in this city which involves a yearly 
trade in the United States amounting to sev- 
eral million dollars will be virtually destroyed. 
Several hundred people who are em ployed in 
the business will be out of work and au ele- 
ment will be removed from the market, which 
will leave the way clear to butter-makers to 
sharply advance the price of that indispens- 
able food if they so elect,” said Manager 
Miles of Armour & Co. yesterday, “The 
business received a setback in the recent de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court on 
the Massachusetts anti-oleomargarine 
law. That law requires butterine 
to be sold free of coloring matter. 
The Supreme Court, by a majority 
opinion, sustained the constitutionality of the 
law, Since its ruling was made there has 
been en epidemic of legislation. Bills aro 

nding in the Legislatures of New Jersey, 

isconsin, Michigan, and Illinois which are 
framed directly on the lines of the Massa- 
chusetts law. Minnesota and West Virginia 
require conditions which are impossible of 
fulfillment, Ohio, lowa, New York, and all 
of New England except Rhode Island have 
laws which are fatal to the trade, Pennsyl- 
vania has an unusually severe statute, In 
Missouri and Indiana alone attempts to énact 
prohibitory measures have failed. The 
chances are that the bills pending which I 
have mentioned will pass. 


Not Fichting the Matter Vigarously. 


‘The butterine manufacturers in Chicago, 
where most of the article is made, are not 
fighting this threatened legislation vigorous- 
Iy.“ he continued. Our opposition is con- 
fined to the sending out of letters explanatory 
of the bueinees and containing the facts in 
connection with it. The packers are disposed 
to let matters take their course. While their 
aggregated wealth is large, it is not a circum- 
stance compared with the combined capital 
and influence united againstthem. The oppo- 
sition includes butter makers, mixers, dealers, 
and the dairy interests from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. It is too strong to be overcome.“ 

Last year the butterine, or, as it is tech- 
nically known, oleomargarine, soldin the 
United States bearing the marks of Chicago 
manufacturers amounted to 36,000,000 
pounds, valued in round numbers at 56.000. 
000 manufacturers are the packers, al- 
though re are two concerns devoted ex- 
clusively to the business whose plants are 
more modern and complete than those of the 
big Stock-Yards men. The capital employed 
in the various plants aggregates, it is said, 
$500,000. Probably 2,000 persons are em- 
ployed in the industry. Although a national 
law imposing a tax and requiring a license to 
be taken out, as well as. providing penalties 
for selling oleomargarine as butter, has been 
in force for several years, the business 
flourished and grew year by year 
until State lawmakers directed their ener- 
gies toward it. Butterine in its natural con- 
dition is white and resembles fine lard. In 
that shape it. of course, would be slow of sale, 
so coloring matter is infused to make it a fac- 
simile of butter, which it tastes like, 


Pink or Green Batterine Unsalable. 


Most of the various bills pending or enacted 
require either the coloring matter to be 
omitted or the yellow tinge to be replaced by 
a violent pink or a deep green. This is per- 
haps the severest feature of the bill, although 
some of them contain penal punishment for 
violation. No person wants to eat a slice of 
bread covered with green or pink grease, 
whether or not he believes itis as nutritious 
as butter. 

In about six months the full effect of the 

rohibitery laws will be manifest, said Mr. 

iles. “ Nine-tenths of the butterine made 
in Chicago is sold in a territory where ad- 
verse legisiation is probable. The sales of 


butter in this country last year reached the 


total of 1,200.000,000 pounds. The con- 
sumption of butterine was only 5 per cent of 
this amount. Yet butterine acted asa check 
in the butter market. It prevented butter 
dealers from manipulating the price of their 
article. It was always possible for the people 
when butter got too high to buy butterine. 
That much-abused product has therefore been 


Ja sort of safety valve on the butter interest. 


The trade in the packmg-house products 
which enter into the composition of butterine 
will not be affected by this legisiation. These 
products, known as oleo and oleo oil, are 
shipped to Europe, chiefly to Holland, where 
they are manufactured and sold in England 
and in the continental countries, Our ex- 
ports amount to $75,000 weekly. Holland 
sends 3,000,000 pounds of butterine into 
the United Kingdom every week. There is 
no restriction on the sale, save that the article 
shall not be represented as butter. The num- 
ber of people employed in the foreiga branch 
of the business is double the number who 
work in the domestic manufacture. Of the 


latter 25 per cent have already been dis- 


missed.“ 

A dispatch from New York was printed yes- 
terday saying the State authorities had caused 
the arrest of a representative of Armour & 
Co. for selling oleomargarine. C. M. Favor- 
ite. general manager for the firm, said this 
had reference to an incident that was prob- 
ably exaggerated. Since the passage of the 
New York anti-oleomargarine law the firm 
had not attempted to sell any of the goods in 
the State. We had everything shipped back 
to us, he said. “If the authorities found 
anything it was a tub of samples probably 

had been overlooked.” 

Liycoty, Neb., March 7.—There is a proba- 
bility that the anti-oleomargarine law will 
be amended by the Legislature in conformity 
with the recommendations of Gov. Holcomb 
so that oleomargarine can be manufactured 
in the State for export. Ihe champions of 
the new law made a hard fight in the Senate 
to prevent the amendments being referred to 
a friendly committee but they were defeated 
by a vote of 18 to 11. The amendments 
will be reported on at once and it is believed 
they will pass both Houses.

A WEAK PLEA FOR A CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION, 

Wednesday the House discussed Mr. Nee- 
dies’ resolution for the calling of a conven- 
tion to revise the Constitution. The author 
made a labored argument in support of his 
side of the question, but failed to give a single 
good reason fot tinkering with the organic 
law. 

He said that he found covineing proof of 
the insufficiency of the present Constitution 
in the fact that at almost every session of the 
General Assembly since its adoption proposi- 
tions to amend it had come up. Perhaps Mr. 
Needles is unaware of the fact that at almost 
every session of Congress several propositions 
toamend the Constitution of the United States 
have come up. To him this will be con- 
vineing proof” of the insufficiency of that 
Constitution, and doubtless he will proceed to 
offer a resolution instructing the Senators and 
requesting the Representatives to work in 
Congress for the calling of a national consti- 
tutional convention. 

It is true that the General Assembly has 
been asked often to submit amendments. 
Most of those amendments it has rejected, 
being well satisfied that the people did not 
want them. Others it has submitted and they 
generally have been ratified, The farmers 
wanted a drainage law and the Constitution 
was amended so they could be givén one. The 
workingmen asked that the leasing of prison 
labor be stopped and the Constitution was 
amended to please them. Where specific de- 
mands have been made by large numbers of 
people the latter have obtained the constitu- 
tional changes they asked for. But the plan 
of revision by amendment does not suit Mr. 
Needles. Perhaps it is because there is not 
one of the changes he favors the most which 
is supported by any considerable number of 
voters, 

Mr. Needies went on to say that the revenue 
laws of the State were defective. If so that is 
either the fault of the Constitution or of the 
lawmakers. Mr. Needles assumes that the 
former is at fault, but he does not point 
out wherein. He does not tell whataltera- 
tions he would like to make in the revenue 
article. 

He asserted further that the fee and salary 
system needed remodeling, as it led to per- 
jury and fraud. The General Assembly, of 
which Mr. Needles is a member, has full 
power over this subject. Previous Legisla- 
tures have been asked to deal with this ques- 
tion. They failed to do so, but they never 
said it was because they had not the power. 
Let Needles draw up his bill todo away with 
the abuses of the fee system and Tuz Trisuxez 
will do all it can to help him pass it. 

Turning to the farmers. Mr. Needles in- 
formed them that “hard-roads legislation of 
a satisfactory kind could not be enacted 
without an alteration of the organic law. 
When Mr. Needles explains what he looks on 
as legislation of a satisfactory kind it will be 
possible to tell whether it is inconsistent with 
the Constitution. He ought to let the farmers 
know what his plan is, It may not suit them. 
If it does and can be carried out under the 
Constitution all right. If it cannot be, then 
let Needles draw up an amendment to the 
Constitution to give. the farmers what they 
want and this paper will support it. 

Mr. Needles says also that many people are 
of the opinion that minority representation 
should be abolished. Then why does not he 
introduce an amendment to that effect and 
submit it to the people and see how many of 


ung will not place the least obstacle in his 
way. 

But amendments will not do for Mr. 
Needles. He wants a sweeping revision, not 
so much to make the changes he has specified 
as ‘other changes unnamed by him. Good 
roads and the wiping out of minority repre. 
sentation and of the fee system are not what 
he desires the most. 


THE CRANK’S “FINANCIAL SCHOOL.”

As a matter of fact no 
one can point | to a «singie parcel of silver 
that had been passed through our mints on 
the free coinage” plan, and practically no 
American standard dollars had ever been 
coined or circulated to an extent sufficient 


to cut any figure in the legal tender money 


of this country from 1792 to 1873. So there 
was no “connecting pipe working freely,” as 
falsely alleged in a fake report of lectures 
to men who never listened to them. There 
was no balancing of gold against silver dur- 
ing all the years named, and therefore no 
such balance to be destroyed in 1873. 
Neither did Germany demonetize silver in 
July, 1873, as alleged. That empire ceased

All these important facts are carefully 
omitted from mention-in the alleged course 
of instruction to Chicago merchants and 
bankers who never heard of such a school 
till they were worried by questions from peo- 
ple foolish enough to suppose the book is 
telling a bona fide story instead of the faking 
tale it really is. Surely there is no commer- 
cial necessity to send away from this city for 
brass when the cheek of the author of the 
financial school hoax contains so much 
of it. 
According to this charlatan there has been 
no legal tender silver money, except poor lit- 
tle fractional tokens, coined in the United 
States since 1878. But we have 422 millions 
of standard silver dollars, about all coined 
since 1873, and certificates calling for 338 
millions of those silver dollarsy the actual 
coins, when the certificates are presented at 
the Treasury, He lays the blame chiefly on 
this country for the breaking down in the 
commercial value of silver, when the fact is 
that since then the United States has coined 
and put into circulation more full legal tender 
ultimate redemption” silver money than 
any other nation has done in the same time. 
But all in vain. The bullion value of this 
ultimate redemption money fell in price 
from 87 cents to 50 cents on the dollar dur- 
ing the process of trying to sustain it. He 
accuses Congress of havingin 1876 stopped 
the coinage of the trade dollars by which we 
were supplying China and the Orient with 
coin,“ when the fact is the further issue of 
those coins was stopped for the reason that 
China and the Orient refused to take them. 
This financial crank alleges (page 39) that 
before demonetization beth gold and 
silver constituted the redemphon money of 


the world, which since then has been reduced to 


a little iess than one-half the original amount. 
That is utterly false. Both metals still are 
redemption money in all the civilized coun- 
tries, and in some of them, as China with 400 
millions, Japan with 40 millions, and India 
with its 300 millions of pulation, silver 
still is the ultimate n money. Tuis 
is true of about all Asiatic and African coun- 
tries, of Latin-American countries with a 
couple of exceptions, and of the United States 
to the amount of 422 millions of dollars. The 
legal tender silver money in Europe and the 
United States is full redemption money on 
the parity of 15% or 16 to 1. In all the 
free silver coinage countries the silver is full 
unlimited legal tender to the full extent of its 
bullion value. So there is not the shadow of 
a truth as basis for the stdtement that the re- 
demption money of the world has been re- 
duced as claimed, by demonetization or 
in any other way. Furthermore, all the sub- 
sidiary silver in all the civilized countries, 
amounting to several hundred: millions of 
dollars, is a’limited legal tender, and passes 
at the old parity with gold. 

Almost the only item of accurate informa- 
tion in the chapter is the table on page 34, 
which is copied from the United States report 
showing the commercial ratio of silver to gold 
for about two centuries. And that table 
proves this very important point: When all 
the nations of Europe stopped coining legal 
tender silver the bullion price fell, when In- 
dia stopped the coinage of rupees it fell still 
further, and if China and Japan should change 
to the gold standard there would be another 
decline. It sustains what Tun Trisuyes has 
preached since 1878—namely: that if the 
nations of EHarope would join the United 
States in establishing an international ratio 
and monetary union the parity could be main- 
tained with free silver coinage, but that for 
the United States to undertake it alone would 
result in disastrous failure,

leged interview with Solomon S. Curry, the 
President of a company which is the largest 
producer of iron ore in the world,” to show 
that the iron mining interests of this country 
are in a miserable condition.

THE ELEVATED BAILROADS BILL. 

Senator Crawford's bill in relation to ele- 
vated tailroads has passed the Senate. This 
measure does not take from property-owners 
any rights they have now. On the contrary, 
it adds to them. The consent of a majority 
of the frontage in each mile is made a pre- 
requisite of the passage of an ordinance. A 
grant made without such coasent is declared 
to be void and any abutting land-owner may 
bring suit to enjoin the corporation. 

Objection was made by some Senators to 
the provision that no elevated road shall 
cross another at grade without the consent 
of the latter. It was alleged that this gave 
@ great and unfair advantage to the road first 
built by forcing the other one to carry its 
tracks still higher up in the air. The answer 
to that is that there should be no grade cross- 
ings of elevated roads even if both corpora- 
tions are willing. There is too much danger 
about it. Nor is it improper to require the 


road which comes last to go up, rather than 


to require the road which was built first to 
suspend operations for a time to reconstruct 
a portion of its track. 

While not expressly stated doubtless one 
object of this bill is to cure any defects con- 
nected with the original organization of some 
one of these roads, and with leases which may 
have been made by any one of them. These 
defects are not serious yet they might be 
taken advantage of to bring suits which, 
while resulting in nothing, would injure the 
credit of the road concerned. There does not 
seem to be any objection to putting a quietus 
on such suits. 


ought, perhaps, through excess of caution to 
be modified. A railroad is forbidden to 
‘““condemn the right to use the whole or the 
use of any part of the property or tracks of 
another elevated road, which is in use by 
such other elevated road in the operation of 
its road, without the consent of che corpora- 
tion whose property or tracks it seeks to use 
or condemn.” 

Some time or other a loop line will be con- 
structed in the business district. It may be 
unwise or impossible to have more than one 
such line. It will be controlled either by a 
separate corporation or by the elevated roads 
now in existence. But if there should be 
need in the future of more elevated roads 
owned by other corporations they may want 
to avail themselves of the loop line, but its 
owners, disliking competition, may refuse 
their consent. If the capacity of the loop is 
sufficient ought not the owners to be com- 
pelled to allow it to be used by other roads 
on the payment of reasonable mileage? 


DO NOT DELAY THE INVESTIGATION, 

The Senate refused day before yesterday to 
suspend the rules to take up a resolution for 
the investigation ot Aldermanic corruption 
in this city. Of the Republicans who voted 
in the negative some say they did so not be- 
cause they are against an investigation but 
because the resolution was offered by a 
Democrat, while as the Republicans 
| are in the majority in the Legislature 
a member of that party should be at the 
head of the investigating committee. 
This excuse will be accepted provided some 
one of these Senators offers a resolution and 
presses its consideration, If this is not done 
it will be likely to create the impression that 
these Senators are opposed toan investiga- 
tion by any one. 

Other Senators say the General Assembly 
should not go to the expense of appointing a 
committee to inquire into the corruption al- 
leged to exist here until some evidence out- 
side of mere newspaper charges shall be 
presented showing that an investigation is 
needed and is desired by the people. 

These Senators do not seem to keep posted 
as to what is going on here. There was an 
enormous mass-meeting here last Sunday at 
which an investigation was asked for and the 
need of it insisted on. The manner in which 
the last two boodle ordinances were passed 
ought to be known to these Senators and 
should of itself satisfy them of the desirabil- 
ity of an investigation, Do they propose to 
wait until the Aldermen and the Mayor peti- 
tion the Legislature to send a committee here 
to vindicate them? 

There ought to be a searching investigation 
by a legislative committee made up of good 
Democrats and good Republicans. If the 
members of it are influenced in the least by 
political prejudices, those who are Democrats 
will be untiring in their efforts to find out and 
expose Aldermen calling themeelves Repub- 
licans who have been boodlmg. The Repub- 
lican members will do what they can to ex- 
pose the misdeeds of Aldermen who call them- 
selves Democrats. Thus if there were to be 
politics in the committee, though there should 
be none, it would notdo much harm. Why 
cannot the Legislature act on this matter and

THE TORRENS LAND BILL 

Next week the Torrens land registry bill 
comes up for discussion in the House. It is 
claimed that if this system of dealing with 
real estate were adopted transfers could be 
made more: speedily and far more cheaply. 
It is well known that the expense now is enor- 
mous. Several millions of dollars are paid 
yearly for abstracts and for the examination 
of them by legal experts. The onerous tax on 
the buyers and sellers of land is increasing 
yearly. It falle most heavily on the small, 
cheap lots of workingmen, but is an oppres- 
sive burden on the most valuable property. 

The bill which is now before the Legisla- 
ture, aud which is substantially the one that 
came so near passing two years ago, is not a 
compulsory one, If it were it ought not to 
pass. Ifa land-bwner thinks well of the new 
system he can register his property under it. 
If he is conservative, content to stick to old 
ways he is familiar with. he will not avail 
himself of the law. If the owner of a farm or 
a city lot wishes to have his title registered, 
being convinced that in that case he can sell 
it on better terms, he injures no one thereby. 
Why, then. should be he denied a right to 
do so, 

That is all there is to this bill. The real es- 
tate men of this city who are thoroughly ac- 
-quainted with and are among the sufferers by 
the present costly system, believe that if the 
registry plan were adopted its simplicity and 
inexpensiveness would commend it to the 
owners of real estate in this county, where, ow- 
ing to the destruction of the records a quarter 
of a century ago, titles are naturally in worse 
shape than elsewhere in the State. 

If the bill passes and it turns out that the 
real estate men are mistaken no harm has 
been done to any one. There will simply be

Mise Effie Shannon is the New Woman ap- 
plied to the histrionic stage. Castin a new 
piece by Mr. Clyde Fitch to play ug inst 
Mr. Eben Plympton Miss Shannon found 
herself at rehearsal confronted with the ne- 
cessity of undergoing an embrace at the 
hands—rather the arms—of that actor. The 
„business of the piece called for a violent 
embrace. Miss Shannon declined to proceed 
unless the embrace was “ cut out.“ 

It 1s a matter of small consequence that Mr. 
Plympton took high professional ground in 
this emergency, proceeding from entreaty to 
threats and from threats to an abrupt de- 
parture from the rehearsal. Nor does it 
greatly matter that Mrs. Langtry, to whose 
company both actor and actress belong, is. 
in a state of mind at the threatened disrup- 
tion of her troupe; such trifles are among the 
uncertainties of stage life. That which really 
concerns a public already too much harassed 
by the vagaries of the New Woman is the 
prospect, thus unfolded, that this new strange 
creature is to invade the traditions of the 
stage. It is assumed, on reasonable proba- 
bility, that Miss Shannon declined the mimic 
embraces of Mr. Plympton on other than per- 
sonal grounds; that her refusal was inspired 
by an Idea. Stage caresses are said by pro- 
fessional people to have the insipid quality of 
school girls’ kisses, plus an unpleasant flavor 
of powder and grease paint. They are en- 
acted for the delectation of an audience, not 
of the participants 

As idle as a painted ship 
Upon a painted ocean. 

An experienced actress would not recoil from 
such papier-maché endearments except under 
an impuise at once new to the stage aad sug- 
gestive of a new art. 

Are we to havea New Actress to depict upon 
the twentieth century stage her eccentric 
original, the New Woman? Does the future 
contain, for example, a new Juliet, mounting 
the rope ladder to the chamber of her Romeo, 
not by any means to nestle in his arms, 
but, at a safe remove to discourse with 
him upon the critiques of Pure Reason or the 
Nebular Hypothesis? What of the new Ca- 
mille, or the third or fourth Mes. Tanqueray, 
or Mme. Sans-Géne up-to-date? The mind, 
schooled to the old-fashioned daughter of Eve, 
as portrayed upon the stage by herself, ro- 
coils from the possibilities of this new art by 
the New Actress. It may all be for the best 
but it will be a shock. 


Ricnarp Lzeipgaart, the teacher of a pri- 
vate school in this city, was brought before 
Justice Severson Wednesday for striking a 
pupil. It was shown by the testimony that 

pupil came into the school-room smoking 
a cigaret. The teacher remonstrated with 
him, whereupon the boy became insolent and 
was punished. The Justice promptly and 
properly dismissed the case. The incident 
shows the advantage teachers of private 
schools have over teachers of public schools. 
Had the boy in question attended one of the 
latter and gone into the school- room smoking 
a cigaret, and subjected the teacher to his in- 
solence when asked to stop the filthy habit, 
the teacher’s only recourse would have been 
to report the boy to the principal, and the 
prineipal's only recourse would have been to 
tell the boy to take his books and go home. 
Thereupon the parents of the boy probably 
would have complained to the Board of Edu- 
cation that the principal was depriving their 
son of the right to have the education guaran- 
teed by the Constitution, and the boy would 
have been reinstated, to go on with his filthy 
habit and his insolence. The same outcome 
would occur were the boy to take a package 
of cigarets and pass them round among his 
fellow pupils. It would be interestmg to 
learn from Mr. Thomas Brenan what would 
have happened to him had he in his callow 
days gone into a school-room smoking a 
cigaret and “‘sassed’’ the teacher when he 
was asked to stop. And whether he would 
not have deserved what he probably would 
have got. 


Tus March term of the State Supreme 
Court has begun. It is to be hoped that be- 
fore it closes the Judges will hand down their 
decision as to the constitutionality of the 
legislative apportionment law. The General 
Assembly is in session now, ready to frame a 
new one in case the court says it is necessary. 
If there has to be a new apportionment the 
sooner the Legislature gets at it the better, 
for it is a slow and perplexing business. 
Therefore the court ought to loge no time in 
making known its conclusions, There is also 
another matter regarding which the people 
would like to hear from it. That is the fac- 
tory law. Last June a case involving the 
constitutionality of some of its provisions 
was argued before the court, which has had 
the matter under advisement for nine 
months, to the great discomfort of a large 
number of manufacturers and their em- 
ployés, who ought to have been told at the 
earliest moment whether the provisions they 
objected to were or were not null and void. 
Furthermore, if the court finds fla we in the 
law which legislation can cure, it ought to de- 
cide so that the General Assembly may have 
time in which to act. If the court hangs on 
to the apportionment question ae long as it 
has to this factory law, and finally says a new 
apportionment must be made, there will have 
to be an expensive extra session of the Legis- 
lature.

Every available 
obstacle has been placed in their way, with 
the result that the condudt of the lottery busi- 
ness will be made so expensive that it soon 
will cease to pay.

MINISTERS ARE TOLD TO GET OUT. 


President Crespo of Venezuela Gives Pass- 
ports to French and Belgian. 
Caracas, Venezuela, March 7.—President 
Crespo has gtven their passports to the Min- 
isters of France and Belgium to Venezuela. 
This action is due to statements published 
in the Italian Green Book, in which 
it appears that the French, Belgian, 
German and Spanish Ministers here dis- 
credited the institutions of this republic. 
They urged the powers to impose upon Ven- 
ezuela a mixed foreign tribunal, to have 
jurisdiction in all ‘questions in which 
Europeans are concerned, President Crespo’s 
course is approved’ by the press, the public, 
and Congress.

This action has been 
rendered necessary because the port of San José 
is no longer large enough to handle the incoming 
and outgoing traffic of the Pacific coast of that 
republic. It is proposed to build a branch rail- 
way from some point on the Central railway to 
connect with this new port.

CONSUL-GENERAL’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 


Mr. Williams Is Determined to Do What 
Is Right Cannot Be Bullied. 5 
Havana, Cuba, March 7.— When Consul- 
General Williams heard the news that Capt.- 
Gen. Caleja had asked the Spanish Govern- 
ment to demand his recall, and that the 
Spanish Cabinet had supported the demand, 
he was greatly surprised, and said: 

“There has been much trouble in the past 
with the government on various matters. I 
would have resigned long ago but for my 
family. At a conference held some time ago 
I was accused of giving alarming re- 
ports to the press. 1 denied it 
emphatically... The latest. trouble arises 
from the prisoners of war, Sanquilly, 
Aquirre, Canillo, and Perazo. They all hold 
citizenshipin the United States. The Cap- 
tain-General insisted that they should be 
tried by court-martial, while I demanded that 
their cases be determined by the civil courts 
and be allowed to have lawyers to defen 
them. ¥ 

There have been several controversies over 
this question, but I have been acting under 
Arts. 1 and 2 of the convention of Jan. 12, 
1877, which says in substance that Amer- 
ican citizens atrested in Spain shall be 
tried in civil courts unless they are captured 
with arms in hand. These kor prisoners 
were captured in pursuit of their ordinary 
avocations. They cannot bully me. These 
men got their citizenship papers in New York, 
and they cannot be questioned. I am ready 
to leave at any time, but I will protect Amer- 
ican citizens as far as possible while I am 
here. If I had not been defending these men 


I would have resigned a week ago. 


SPAIN SAYS UNCLE SAM I8 FRIENDLY. 


Relations Between the Two Countries De- 
clared to Be Most Cordial. 


Maprip, March 7.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies today Sefior Lema questioned the 
government as to the attitude of the United 
States toward Spain in regard to Cuba. The 
Minister of the Colonies, Sefior Abarazueza, 
said he had only spoken to the United States 
Minister, Hannis Taylor, respecting the pen- 
aities enforced upon American citizens in 
Cuba. He added, however, that the rclations 
between the United States and Spain were 
cordial, as the reception of the Spanish cruiser 
Nieuva Espana at Tampa demonstrated. The 
commander of the cruiser had spoken warm- 
ly of the friendly demonstration in favor of 
the Spanish flag which had been made by the 
authorities at Tampa. 

The Chamber of Deputies has adopted a 
resclution giving the government an un- 
limited credit for the suppression of the re- 
volt in Cuba. The Cuban Treasurer will be 
compelled to reimburse the government for 
whatever sum may be expended in putting 
down the insurrection. ; 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 7.—Neither the 
State Department nor the Spanish Legation 
here has any confirmation of the reported de- 
mand fer the recall of United States Consul- 
General WilliamsatHavana. The announce- 
ment of the intended action in Mr, Williams’ 
case created great surprise in official circles 
here, The Consul-General has the highest 
reputation for efficiency in his duties, which 
are more onerous than those of any other con- 
sular post, and moreover he has always been 
vn the best of terms with the Cuban officials 
during the many years he has been at Havana. 
He was made Consul-General in July, 1884, 
by President Arthur. He hus held the place 
ever since, without regard to political changes 
in the administration, owing, it is said, to his 
high abilities as a consular officer. In addi- 
tion to his consular duties Mr. Williams has 
been charged from time to time with duties of 
a diplomatic nature, such as the protection of 
American citizens in Cuba, there being no 
United States Minister on the island. 

New Yorx, March .7.—([Special.]|—New 
York shipping circles are surprised at the re- 
port that Spain would demand the recall of 
the United States Cousul-Generai at Havana, 
It could not be believed that Consul Williams 
would do anything to give Spain grounds for 
serious complaint. Ramon V. Williams, son

KILLING OF MANUEL GARCIA IS DENIED. 


There Is a Chance Left for Somebody to 
Earn the Price of His Head. 

Tampa, Fla., March 7.— The killing of Man- 
uel Garcia is denied. Garcia’s band, the day 
he was reported killed, raided a store at Seba 
Mocha. After obtaining what they desired 
and were about to mount their horses a vol- 
unteer, who was an acolyte in the church, and 
a regular soldier, both in civilians’ dress. 
came upon the party. In the en- 
counter one was killed by the acolyte, 
who, in turn, was killed, being cut 
literally to pieces. This occurred Feb. 24 in 
the evening. As there was a price on Gap- 
eia's head of $10,000 from the government 
and $25,000 from the sugar planters in the 
vicinity there was an incentive in claiming 
Phat the dead bandit was Garcia. Parties who 
ba ve seen the pictures of the dead bandit 
taken and publiehed after his death assert it 
is not the likeness of Garcia. When Gar- 
cia’s wife was asked by the soldiers“ to 
go and identify the body she attired her- 
self in black and went with them. 
When the party alighted at the 
station she put her handkerchief to her face 
and pretended to be sobbing. She then told 
them she knew the body was that of her hus- 
band and there was no use to look at it. She 
did this to deceive the soldiers. It is said Gar- 
cia still lives in the vicinity of the place where 
he was reported to have been killed. This re- 
port comes direct from Seba Mocha by a man 
who was there Thursday. Garcia is a much 
smaller man than was Peppel Isleno, the man 
killed, The Cuban papers represent the 
dead man as being large and broad-shoul- 
dered.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 7.—The dis- 
patches received from El Paso, Tex., to the 
effect that efforts are being made to induce 
the Mexican Government to adopt retaliatory 
measures against the United States for hav- 
ing abolished the free zone privileges were 
shown the Treasury officials today. So far as 
they knew the Mexican Government had of- 
fered no objection to the resolution while it 
was pending in Congress, and now it was the 
law of the land it would be strictly enforced. 
The regulations for this purpose are now be.

Under the Mexican Constitution and laws the 
Mexican States have no power to retaliate 
against any foreign government, and therefore 
whatever may be the wish of the Mexican citi- 
zens of Juarez who, it is said, held a meeting 
yeeterday at that place neither they nor the pee- 
ple of Chihuahua can do anything which will 
affect the commerce of the United States on the 
frontier. 


CUBAN REVOLUTIONISTS IN CHICAGO, 


Society “Tello Lamar” Contributes $475 
to the Island Insurgents, 

Members of the society ‘‘ Tello Lamar,“ 
all of whom are Cuban revolutionists, were 
excited over the reports relative to the revolu- 
tion published in Tue Trisune yesterday 
morning. Sunday the members contributed 
$370 to the fund designed to put the insur- 
gents on a war footing. Monday the sum 
was increased to $475. Santiago F. Herrerro, 
President of the local society, said yesterday 
the revolutionists were much encouraged by 
the telegraphic reports, inasmuch as they 
have to pass a rigid government censorship 
before being transmitted and would naturally 
be colored in favor of the Spanish Govern- 
ment.

Resolutions Adopted at Rochelle, III., for 
Protection of the Industry. 

RocnkLLx, III., March 7.—The last day of 
the meeting of the Illinois State Dairy- 
men was convened this morning with a large 
attendance. Ex-Gov. Hoard of Wisconsin 
talked on dairying matters and about the 
National Union, explaining their motives and 
theories, and speakingin high terms of its 
doings. He again spoke very forcibly on 
the oleomargarine question and calling on 
the farmers to stand by and help each other 
and protect the future of the dairying inter- 
ests of this State as well as the country at 
large. D. P. Ashburn of Nebraska told of 
the National Dairy Congress and ite work. 
Prof. D. McIntosh of Champaign and veter- 
inary of that institution gave an interesting 
talk on diseases of digestive organs of the 
cow, This was followed bya discussion by 
members present.

WILL NOT APFEOTTHE CIGAR TRADE 


Smokers of Imported Weeds Need Not 
Worry Over Cuba’s Troubles. 


Smokers of imported cigars have no reason 
to worry over the present trouble in Cuba, as 
prices on Havana cigars will not be affected. 
Such at least is the opinion ofa man who is 
an authority on the subject of the tobacco 
trade with Cuba. Nearly all the imported 
cigars, he said yesterday, ‘‘ received here 
are mae in Havana, which is many miles 
from the seat of the present war. The Cubans 
are busy just now planting their tobacco 
crop, and it is hardly probable the revolution 
will last long enough to assume sufficient pro- 
portions to interfere with its cultivation. And 
even if the present crop were a failure, the 
American dealers would not be directly 
affected for nearly a year, for after the to- 
bacco haé been harvested it takes six months 
to cure it. The only other way in which the 
revolutionists could affect our cigar business 
with Cuba would be to blockade Havana, and 
as they have no navy at their command it is 
hardly probable they will attempt that. There 
are between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 im- 

rted cigars received in Chicago a@ year. 
The rice on these cigars at Havana varies 


from $20 to $100 per thousand.“

DELIVERS AN ULTIMATUM AT OT- 
TAWA WATERWAY CONVENTION. 


Committee Appointed from the Various 
Cities and Towns Interested te Iusist 
on a Strict Compliance with the Drain- 
sge Canal Law as Enacted in 1889. 
President Wenter Asks the Board Be 
Let Aloue and It Will Do the Work 
Satisfactorlly- Northwest News. 

Orrawa, III., March 7.— [Special. — The 

Ottawa Waterway convention, held in the 


opera-house this afternoon, was attended by 


250 delegates from twenty-three cities and 
villages of the Illinois Valley. They gathered 
to protest against any change in the drainage 
law of 1889 and to demand a strict com pli- 


ance with the law as enacted. Col. Taylor of 


Peoria was chosen Chairman and the conven. 
tion opened witha number of addresses di- 
rected against the Drainage Board by ex- 
Lieut-Gov. Ray, ex-Representative Ross, Dun- 
can McDougall, and other prominent resi- 
dents of the valley. They denounced the 
course of the Drainage Board in refusing to 
carry out the provisions of the contract made 
with the valley, which provides that the drain- 
age channel shall become a part of a pro- 
posed great ship canal, extending from Chi- 
cago to the Mississippi River. 

President Wenter of the Drainage Board 
was present with Attorney Dawson, and said 
the board had attempted to accomplish all 
Chicago had promised to do. It had expend- 
ed millions of dollars, but it was unable to 
raise the money to do all the valley seemed 
disposed to hold it to. The valley was much 
exercised over the proposed building of sta- 
tionary bridges, but as the proposed water- 
way to the Mississippi River could not be 
built in ten years the building of swing 
bridges would, if insisted upon, force the 
board to expend $1,500,000 more than the 
cost of the stationary structures, which would 
cost not more than 52, 500.000. The people 
of Chicago had been heavily taxed, but it was 
possible to tax themi too much, If the board 
was compelled to ask for a 2 per cent in place 
of a 1 per cent tax, the Chicago press would 
kill the bill and leave the board powerless. 
All the board asked was that it be given a 
chance and it would guarantee to carry out 
the contract as fully as possible.

He summoned assistance and the unconscious 
man was taken to the offices of the cemetery 
and the police notified.

He had lost eight or 
ten ounces of blood and the wound was a 
most serious one.

WILL SHOW HOW AMERICANS LIVE, 


Chicago Bohemians Breparing a Fine Ex- 
hibit for the Prague Exposition. 
[This earns third prize, $2.] 

The most important topic among the Bo- 
hemian-American citizens of Chicago at 
the present time is the ethnographical exposi- 
tion which is to be held in Prague, Bohemia, 
June 1. The part the Chicago Bohemians 
are taking in the exposition is the building of 
a typical American village, which is to con- 
sist of a church, farm-house, country store, 
residence, and saloon. All material used is 
donated by American firms, and is now 
on the way. The buildings will be put 
up by a Bohemian-American contractor 
who is to leave tomorrow with six carpenters. 
The workmen are taken over in order to give 
the Europeans a sample of American work- 
manship, which is undoubtedly superior to 
European workmanship. While the Chicago 
firms are donating the material the people 
have so far subscribed $5,000 with which to 
defray. the expenses—that is: cost of trans- 
portation, workmen’s wages, etc. At the 
village there will be several Bohemian-Ameri- 
cans, some of whom will represent the mode 
of living in the rural districts, and the others 
the life of the wealthier class.

Salare Grabbing Officials, 


Eau Cam, Wis., March 1,—(Editor of The 
Tribune. There is a constant clamor from of- 
ficehoiders and their friends for ‘an increase of 
salary and a howl whenever it is proposed to re- 
duce a salary that is out of proportion to the ser- 
vice rendered, but we never (hardly ever) see 
any resignations resulting. 
sources of political chicanery and so many dead- 
beat politicians and tine workers is that the sal- 
aries of officers (whotber legitimate or strained) 
are out of proportion to what one can earn in 
other legitimate business, and these high salaries 
are a bid for impecunious donothings to ta 
suck at the public teat. They are not wholly 
like the young calf that you have to pull at his 
ears to make him suck and then have to pull his 
tail off to make him let go. The only pull 
they require is to make them let go. If high 
salaries insured more competent officers bet- 
ter service there would be some reason in them, 
but they do not; rather the reverse, as it makes 
these loungers the more anxious for the places— 
and they outstrip the better class. When salaries 
of officers are in proportion to the times and 
predicated on the amount a man can earn in 
other legitimate business then the office will 
seek the man and not the man the office, and the 
people wiil be the gainers. 

The present is not the time to open the flood- 
gates of the National or State Treasuries, which 
would result if all the schemes that are now bo- 
ing proposed should carry. Congress is con- 
tinually spring new ones to tax the people, 
the last being a bill to allow the clerks of the 
members fuli pay during the recess of Congress. 
What do they need clerks for? They do nothing 
to benefit the people. When the pay of Con- 
gressmen was only $8 a day during the sessions 
and no clerks there was no drought of candi- 
dates. Now their pay is $5,000 a year and an 
allowance of $250 worth of stationery tor each 
session, which is mostly saved and money 
taken instead by using the station- 
ery allowed to e committees, and yet 
they want, and, what is worse, they are able to 
vote the continuation of salaries to their clerks 
during the recess so as to give an extra lift to 
persons who are often the members of their fam- 
ilies. And beside all this they are putting every 
construction possible on their mileage to increase 
the distance, sometimes to double the distance 
actually traveled. When they were allowed $8 
per every twenty miles’ travel they had to pick 
their way on foot or by stage, whereas now they 
ride in railcars, but no change in the mileage on 

t account. The Pacific Coast members used 
to put in a claim for mileage around Ca Horn 
before the railroad to the Pacific was built. 

When Horace Greeley was in Congress his first 


(and last) term he was in favor of inquiring into 


the constructive mileage steal. but it created 
such a storm of 222 that he let it alone 
after that and he had no second term. What 
makes the high salaries a greater outrage is that 
the people who have to pay them get only small 
returns forthe labor. The idea that an officer is 
allowed to fix the amount of his salary is a pre- 
posterous one. As well might the same rule ve 
adopted in other business relations. The only 
check is that too much looting of the treasury 
might endanger their election to another term, 
as the election to other term is a prize 
they all are afte The result of the 
salary grab cases of a few years ago is not yet 
forgotten. The rule now to loot the Treasury 
whenever a man gets in a ition to do so safely 
is the one generally practiced (though there are 
some honorable exceptions), and to cheat Uncie 
Sam is next to doing God's service. The country 
has now come pretty near to the turning of the 
roads, one of which leads to stability and safety 
aud the other to anarchy and danger, and it be- 
hooves every well-wisher for the safety and suc- 
cess of the American Republic to be on the alert. 
More patriotism and less self-aggrandizement 
among the people should be the watch word.

Gold and Silver. 


CmO. March 3,—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
The article in today’s issue of THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE under the heading of “ Democratic Sil 
vor Monometallism has tempted me to make a 
reply with a view to obtaining an expression 
of opinion through the columns of the same jour- 
nal of a thought that bas occurred to me con- 
cerning a phase of the subject the writer does 
not appear to have touched upon. I do not de- 
sire to be understood as antagonizing the article 
in question or as one who has made up his 
mind in favor of unlimited coinage of silver, but 
rather as one inclined toward the single gold 
standard, who is willing to listen to any opinion 
in behalf of silver that may be sincerely spoken 
or seemingly reasonable. 

The position taken by the writer of the article 
referred to, as I understand it. is that the present 
relative value of silver to gold, which is $4.70 of 
silver to $10 of gold, will be continued after 
the free and unlimited coinage of both 
metals has commenced at the ratio 
of 16 to 1. To me it seems 
that such an increase in coinage will make a 
scarcity of silver for other purposes, and thus 
increase its market value, just as the market 
price of wheat would be increased to $1 a bushel 
if the government stood ready to take all that 
might be offered at that price. There can be no 
doubt that free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 would greatly stimulate mining. and 
the silver mines now paying in a small way 
would be made highly profitable and many 
others that cannot now be worked will be made 

roductive. To me the most serious question to 

considered is, Could our government coinzall 
the silver offered under such conditions without 
eventually producing a superabundance of silver 
money? C. WALLER.

a few days ago, since it is the singular and not 
the plural of the relative Who.“ Mr. Vogeler 
in Saturday’s issue, though being correct as re- 

ards the sentence under discussion, errs when 
— says that a General’s proud ‘retort, ‘*What I 
want are soldiers.“ may be excused under the 
circumstances. Circumstances cannot alter the 
good use of English. He makes another solecism 
when he remarks in closing: “Rules is 
not all we want, etc.” The relative 
„hat is sometimes parsed by separating 
it into “that which,“ and then dis- 
posing of each of these words according as it is 
used in the sentence: and sometimes it is pa 
as a subject or object of a verb, and then the 
clause introduced by what is treated as one 
word. Both methods of parsing are correct and 
both demand the use of a singular verb. “What 
we want are lists” can in no possible bo be in- 
telligently defended as being good English.

TIRED OF HER BABE, 


THROWN INTO THE RIVER. 


Gives It to Young Lizzie McFadden, Who 
Proceeds ta Carry Out the Mother's 
Wishes, When She Is Intercepted by a 
Policeman=Mrs, Glynn’s Husband Had 

Left Her and She Was Half Crazed by 
Drink and DespaireGirl Locked Up- 
Mother Still at. Large, 


Driven half crazy by drink and despair 
Mrs. Nora Glynn, No. 234 Sedgwick street, 
placed her eight months’ old babe in the 
arms of a girl named Lizzie McFadden last 
night and told the latter to throw the child in- 
tothe river. Thegirl took the mother at 
her word and was hastening toward the 
river at Erie street when Policeman 
Edward O'Malley of the East Chicago Avenue 
Station overtook and arrested her. The in- 
fant was taken to the St. Vincent Orphan 
Asylum. The mother will also be arrested. 

It was shortly after 7 o’clock when a girl 
carrying a white bundle was seen hurrying 
west on Erie street, near Townsend, and to- 
ward the river. She attracted the attention of 
a citizen who pointed her out to Policeman 
O'Malley. The citizen said he thought the girl 
had a bundle of stolen goods and was trying 
to escape. Policeman O'Malley started in 
pursuit and overtook the girl about a half 
block from the river. 

What is in that bundle?“ asked O'Malley. 
taking it from the girl’s arms. 

A pitiful wail from beneath the wrappings 
was the answer, and the big policeman un- 
covered mne face of a blue-eyed. 
rosy-cheeked little girl. O'Malley asked 
the McFadden girl why she was running 
down the street with the infant. The girl 
ga ve an evasive answer, saying: “I don’t 
know.“ 

Just then a boy named Hermann Glassner, 
living at No, 103 Huron street, came run- 
ning up. I know whatis the matter,” said 
the boy. That girl is Lizzie McFadden and 
that little baby belongs to Mrs. Nora Glynn. 
I heard the mother tell the girl to take the 
baby and drown it.“ 

Young Glassner went on to tell the police- 
man he was standing near the corner of Mar- 
ket and Erie streets a short time before when 
he saw Mrs. Glynn talking to Lizzie McFad- 
den and hand her the baby. He heard Mrs. 
Glynn-say she was tired of the baby and that 
Lizzie must throw it into the river. They 
then separated and he fol!owed the girl to see 
if she would really drown the child. 

At the station Lizzie McFadden acknowl- 
edged to Lieut. Fyfe that the mother had told 
her to throw the child into the river but 
denied that she intended to doit. She failed 
to explaiu, however, why she was running so 
fast in that direction. She said she first took 
the babe to Mrs, Glynn’s mother, who refused 
to have anything to do with it and ordered 
Lizzie to leave the house. 

Mrs. Glynn is the wife of Michael Glynn, a 
painter. The couple has had considerable 
trouble lately and yesterday morning Givnn 
left his wife, taking away their boy. This 
made the woman frantic and during the day 
she drank considerable. She was well ac- 
guainted with the McFadden _ girl, 
and the police think the latter would 
undoubtedly have executed the moth- 
ers orders if not interrupted. Lizzie 
McFadden is aged 13 and is a member of the 
notorious McFadden family which has given 
the North Side police much trouble. The girl 
lives at No. 30 Penn street. She is hardened 
in vice and has been locked up in the House 
of the Good Shepherd several times. 

Matron McMahon was given charge of the 
babe. which was nicely dressed, and took it to 
St. Vincent’s. 


PRINCIPAL HARRISON AND THE PARENT.

AN IMAGINARY VISIT TO HAWAIL 


Illustrated Lecture on the Customs and 
Manners of the People. 

C. D. Irwin’s illustrated lecture on Hawaii 
at the Association Building lastevening was 
listened to and applauded by a large audi- 
ence. He calls it an imaginaty trip to Ha- 
wall. The stereopticon views illustrating it 
were sufficient in number and in accuracy of 
detail and color effects to lead his hearers 
away to the pictured scenes he talked about. 
He spoke at length on the customs, manners, 
and characteristics of the native Hawaiians, 
of their lost monarchy and the new republic. 
The commercial and strategic value of the 
Hawaiian group, he said, was appreciated by 
nearly all countries but the United States.

Desperate Attempts by Populists Before 
the Final Ballet to Prolesg the Con- 
test Speaker Coster Blocks the Plans 
of the ‘Filibusters=Mormons Take All 
the Credit for the Settlement of the 
Fight=Senator Dubois Makes a Mistake 
Boise Celebrating the End of the Battle. 

Boise, Idaho, March 7,—[Special.]— 
George L. Shoup’ was elected United 
States Senator today to succeed himself. 
The hall and gallery of the House of Repre- 
sentatives were packed with prominent men 
and women to witness the balloting, the result 
of which was indicated as the Senate filed in 
by the amiling faces of Shoup’s supporters, Be- 
fore the Senate entered Mr. Crane, Sweet’s 
leader, moved a call of the House with the in- 
tentior of postponing the inevitable, but 
Speaker Cozier decided the motion to 
be out of order. Mr, Crane’s mo- 
tion was seconded by Mr, McCarthy, 
(Pop.), who joined the Sweet forces to pre- 
vent an election. An attempt was made to 
appeal from the decision of the Chair, but 
this was also ruled out of order. . The Speak- 
ers action nonplused the Sweet combine. 

Mormons Desert Sweet. 
_ After the reading of the journal and ballot. 
ing for United States Senator was announced 
to be in order Mr. Clarke, a Mormon, was 
called. He explained why he proposed to 
change his vote. He ‘had been vot- 
img all along for Sweet, but said 
it was clear Sweet could not be elected, that 
the Republicans must have a Senator, and 
that Shoup was deserving of this honor de- 
cause of his eminent services to Idaho both 
as Governor and Senator. Representatives 

Smith, Walker, Thomas, and Senator Park- 

ingson, all Mormons, voted for Shoup. These 

votes, with the vote of Senator Rounds gave 

Shoup twenty-seven out of fifty-three, and 

closed the Senatorial contest. Hanrahan 

(Pop.), was absent. 

Great credit is due to the Mormon repre- 
sentatives for their work today. They saved 
the Republican party last fall by rolling up 
large majorities in the Mormon counties, and 
now, when by the machinations of Sweet's 
men, who saw defeat staring them in the face, 
aided and abetted by the Populists, the elec- 
tion of a Republican Senator seemed impossi- 
bie, they have come to the front and saved 
the Republican party frum defeat two years 
hence, Two days ago Sweet’s managers se- 
cured twelve names to a paper pledging votes 
for Sweet to the end of the session. In this 
way they thought to rule or ruin by causing a 
failure of election. Had it not been for the 
absence of Hanrahan on account of sickness 
the scheme would have worked today and no 
election would have occurred. 

Senator Dubois Makes a Mistake. 

The deadlock for so many days was due in 
part to the work of Senator Dubois, who 
early entered the lists so defeat Shoup, He 
sent telegrams here from time to time urging 
members of the Legislature to vote for Sweet, 
in the belief that Shoup’s election would in- 
jure him two years hence. Senator Dubois’ 
action bas alienated many of his former 
warmest supporters. Sweet bad no chance of 
winning from the start. It is said tonight by 
Sweet's supporters he will be a candidate two 
years hence, but the general opinion is he will 
go to New York to practice law.

EASTERN COMMITTEE IS ALL RIGHT. 


More Trouble, However, on. Immigrant 
and Differential Rates. 

Satisfactory progress is being made by the 
special committee which is arranging. an 
ugreement and rules to govern the Eastern 
Subcommittee on Territoriai Organization. 
It is to embrace and coverall passenger 
traffic in the territory between Chicago and 
the western boundaries of Kansas and Ne- 
vraska. As regards the other suborganiza- 
tions—the Western, Transcontinental, and 
Southwestern—the prospects for speedy or- 
ganization and settlement of troubles are not 
so good. The completion of the Eastern com- 
mittee, it is believed, would aid greatly in 
getting the roads in other territory to settle 
their disputes. The transcontinental or- 
ganization could commence operations at 
once if it was not Kor the entanglement 
eaused by the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cific competition. After many months of 
hard labor the Canadian Pacific was induced 
to join the Western Immigrant Ciearing- 
House agreement and thus prevent the pay- 
ment of excessive commissions on that traffic. 
It also agreed to join the transcontinental or- 
ganization on being guaranteed differential 
rates On business via Port Arthur to North- 
western points and to California. The Grand 
Trunk took exception to the last named ar- 
rangement, and has since fought the Cana- 
dian Pacific both on immigrant and trans- 
continental business, paying excess commis- 
sions on the formerand applying Canadian 
Pacific differentials on the latter. The West- 
ern roads might have heid the Grand Trunk 
in check if they had stood firmly together. 
But the Alton and one or two other Western 
roads contend that the Canadian Pacific vio- 
lated its Te with the Western roads by 
putting differential rates in effect before re- 
ceiving the consent of all the Eastern roads. 
in zonsequence the Alton refuses to antago- 
nize the Grand Trunk and lends the latter all 
the help it can. This is almost certain to re- 
sult in the complete collapse of the agreement 
with the Canadian Pacific and the latter is 
liable at almost any moment to withdraw 
both from the immigrant and differential 
rate agreement. 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES PREFERRED. 


Receiver Wilson of the Louisville and 
Evans ville Charged with Fraud. 


Inpranavouis, Ind., March 7.—The petition 
of the receivers of the Louisville, Evansville 
and St. Louis Consolidated railway, which is 
defendant in a suit brought by the New York 
Surety and Trust company, is being heard by 
Federal Judges Baker of Indiana and Allen 
of Iilinois. Something of a sensation de- 
veloped this morning when ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral Miller and Thomes F. Hargis, ex-Chief 
Justice of Kentucky, representing the first 
mortgage bondholders, presented a petition 
for the removal of the receivers on the ground 
of mismanagement. Its title was ‘* petition 
of Theodore G. Meyer, trustee, and Germania 
Safety Vault and Trust company, for the re- 
moval of receivers. The gist of the charges 
is that E. O. Hopkins as Vice-President of the 
road so conducted its affairs as to render it 
unable to pay the interest on its bonds, and 
confederated and conspired with Thomas Bar- 
rett and James H. Wilson to force and illegal- 
ly place the road in the hands of himself and 
James H. Wilson as receivers; that Hopkins 
is a reckless speculator in the stocks of the 
defendant railroad and that he is now carry- 
ing 400 or 500 shares of the common stock 
and a number of the 5 per cent bonds ona 
margin, Receiver Wilson is aleo charged 
with speculating and with having let bridge 
contracts not to the best bidders. 


Eas ern Passenger Rue Troubles. 
Eastern passenger traffic officials held an im- 
portant meeting yesterday, the subject under 
consideration being the alleged cutting of rates 
and paying unauthorized commissions by the 
Nickel Plate and one or two other roads. Presi- 
dent Callaway of the Nickel Plate denied the 
charges against the road and claimed thut it 
was doing no more than toapply its regular 
Uifferential. No conclusion was reached. To- 
day the question of differential rates will be 
iven a hearing by the arbitrators, Messrs, 
hattuc, Caldwell, and Fee. 


To Form New Southern Association. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Mareh 7.—{Special.]—The gen- 
eral passenger agents and the executive officers 
of the principal Southern roads will meet in At- 
lanta tomorrow for the purpose of forming the 
Southern States Passenger Association. Rules 
are prepared ready for adoption. The new asso- 
ciation will have no affiliation with the Southern 
Railway and Steamshio Association, and will 
have its own Commissioner. The name of Col, 
Martin of the Big Four has been mentioned.

ERRORS IN THE BILL. 


AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED IN THE 
SPEOIAL ASSESSMENT MEASURE. 


Representatives of the Contractors of the 
City and Other Bodies Interested Agree 
on Some Changes That Will Remove 
Objectionable Features—Letter Relat- 
ing to the Law Sent to Jo:ijiah L. Lom- 
bardeMr,. Brockway Says the Proposed 
Gili Is Worse than the Old One. 


Three committees gof together yesterday 
morning at the Union League club and agreed 
upon some changes in the special ussessment 
bill drafted by Attorney Nathan G. Moore 
and which is to be soon submitted to the Leg- 
islature with the backing of the Civic Federa- 
tion, the Citizens’ Association, the city con- 
tractors, and the Real Estate Board. 

The bill as originally prepared has been 
published in Tun Trisune. One week ago 
the contractors of the city met and appointed 
a committee to meet the representative of the 
other bodies and suggest some clianges which 
were thought necessary. The meeting yester- 
day was the result. Those present were H. 
H. Gross, C. H. Wilson, E. R. Cox, F. M. 
Montgomery; and J. Hodgkins, contractors; 
Josiah L. Lombard, Citizens’ Association ; 
Marvin A. Farr and J. H. Trumbull, Real 
Estate Board: J. S. Miller, Civic Federation. 
Attorney Northrup represented the contrac- 
tors. Nathan G. Moore. who drafted the bill, 
was present. 

The contractora started out by saying the 
proposed biil was satisfactory in the main, 
but a few changes were necessary in the in- 
terest of all concerned. It was stated that as 
special assessment warrants are now issued 
they call for 6 per cent interest, but owing to 
the variation in the times at which taxes are 
paid the warrants earn at a smaller rate, The 
resulting loss, the contractors said, brought 
the value of the warrants as marketable prop- 
erty down to between 85 and 95 per cent. To 
overcome this shrinkage the cortractors have 
been in the habit of adding enough to their 
estimatesjto cover the loss which they felt was, 
as rule, to come. It was urged that the law 
be so arranged that all assessment transac- 
tions should be upon a business basis, and 
that paper issued should be worth its face 
value, and therefore bankable. ‘This,,it was 
said, would innure to the benefit of the prop- 
erty-owners in bringing down the price of the 
work, and to the contractors in making it un- 
necessary .for them to realize on their war- 
rants at a loss. 


First Suggested Amendment. 


The first suggestion to an amendment to 
the bill was: **In assessments payable in in- 
stallments the interest on the deferred in- 
stallments is to be paid yearly.” This was 
agreed to. The original bill made the inter- 
est payable with the principal. 

Another suggestion of the contractors which 
was agréed to was to the effect that in the pro- 
posed Board of Public Improvement a majori- 
ty vote dnly should, be necessary tojreco.n mend 
an improvement. The original draft had it 
that a unanimous concurrence of the five 
members Was necessary to recommend an 
improvement to the City Council where there 
was one property-owner who might o 3ject. 

“ The original form of the bill,“ said one 
of those at the meeting yesterday, made it 
possible for one member of the board and 
one property-owner to head off an improve- 
ment where the people of u whole section of 
the city, with the one exception, might be 
anxious for the work to go on.“ 

Other minor changes in the bill were 
agreed fpon. They touched upon the method 
of notifying property-owners. The law pro- 
hibits the staying of collections on warrants 
by the Council for a period beyond the time 
first set. Contractors say this habit of the 
Council prevents their getting tbeir money 
when it is rightly cue. 

All the members of the committees present 
yesterday agreed to the changes suggested 
and they will be made in the bill. 

An attempt was made to have incorporated 
in che new law a clause which would prohibit 
the levying by special assessment so that in 
any one year no tax to exceed more than 10 
per cent of the assessed value of the property 
taxed must needs be paid. 


To Prohibit Special Assessments. 


This letter with its indorsements was sent 
to Josiah L. Lombard of the Citizens’ Associ- 
ation: 

Josiah L. Lombard, Esq., Chicago, Lil.—Dear 
Sir: By virtue of the present special assess- 
ment law the city is about to confiscate my 
property, practically, by a tax or taxes ambunt- 
ing to 800 or 400 per cent of the value and 
1,000 to 2,000 per cent of the income when rut 
to its best use. In very many cases other people 
have been served worse. if possible. I beg you, 
therefore, to insert a clause in your bill on that 
subject (special assessments) which shall pro- 
hibit corporate authorities from levying by spe- 
cial assessment taxes or assessments which 
shall exceed in ali more than 10 per cent, to be 
paid each year; that is, so that the city cannot 
requir® the citizen to pay in a year by special 
assessment more than 10 per cent of the valua- 
tion by the Assessor of the property taxed. 

If this can done aman can be somewhat 
safe in what he has bought and paid for. Very 
respectfully, Joux F. Brockway.

TOWN OF OIOERO IN A TUBMOIL. 


Citizens Protest Against Abuses in the 
Town Government. 

There will be a meeting held Saturday night 
in Library Hall, Village of Austin, and Town 
of Cieero to organize a citizens’ movement 
for the purpose of.correcting certain alleged 
abuses in the town government It is intend- 
ed to put an independent citizens’ ticket in 
the field for the spring election. when a Pres- 
ident, Town Clerk, and four members of the 
Board of Trustees are to be chosen. The 
movement for a citizens’ ticket has been in- 
stituted by property-owners who claim they 
are being imposed upon in matters relating 
to contracts for public improvements and 
special assessments, Cicerois strongly Re- 
publican in politics. Heretofore a nomina- 
tion for office on the Republican ticket has 
been regarded as equivalent to election. It is 
now claimed by the promoters of the new 
movement that as there is no political opposi- 
tion in the government, practices have crept 
in which are detrimental to the interests of 
the taxpayers and the people in general. 

J.J. McCarthy, President of the Chicago 

Car Roofing company and a resident of Aus- 
tin, is understood to be an active factor in 
the citizens’ movement. From the tenor of 
Mr. McCarthy’s remarks yesterday it appears 
that the ground of criticism rests mainly on 
the construction of sewers. Several instances 
were cited by Mr. McCarthy. One was of a 
sewer built on Robinson avenue in Austin at 
a cost of $100,000. Mr. McCarthy said the 
‘Town Board employed as inspector on this 
sewer a Wemocrat who could neither read 
nor write and who was of notoriously bib- 
ulous habits. On the inspector's report the 
contractors were paid, and within u year after 
its construction a half mile of the sewer caved 
in. Another instance related by Mr. McCar- 
thy was that of a sewer in Berwyn, where the 
end-pipes were only nine inches underground 
when the contract called for a depth of three 
feet. 
»An indignation meeting will be held in 
Giles’ Hall, Austin, tomorrow night to pro- 
test against the assessment for a sewer in 
Central and Prairie avenues, the cost of 
which has been estimated by the engineer to 
be $188,000. When this sewer was first or- 
dered by the Town Board the engineer’s esti- 
mate was $204,000. There was a protest 
against the price and the contract was let for 
something over $150,000 before the assess- 
ments were confirmed in court. Since then 
the assessment has been twice defeated in 
court. Each time the ordinance has been re- 
passed by the Town Board with amendments, 
but it is claimed the assessments remain on 
property which the court ruled would not be 
benefited by thesewer. Each time the ordi- 
nance was passed, it is said, a new set of en- 
gineers, attorneys, and Commissioners drew 
fees, notwithstanding that the board employs 
an engineer and an attorney on salary, 

Another grievance is thata sewer built in 
Ridgeland avenue at a cost of $348,000: was 
found to be faultily constructed after it had 
been completed and paid for. The fault of 
construction is said to be thata half mile of 
the sewer was built of one ring of brick in- 
stead of two, as the contract called for. 

All these matters have caused a feeling of 
indignation among the inhabitants of the 
Town of Cicero, A mass-meeting was held in 
Oak Park Tuesday night for the purpose of 
agitating a movement to organize a separate 
town government for Oak Park and 
Berwyn. The meeting was largely attended. 
It was suggested that the County Judge be 
asked to call a special election after the regu- 
lar spring election, to decide the question of 
division. A _ petition for the special election 
is being circulated. No definite action was 
taken because the people of Cicero are not 
agreed as to what they want. Some want to 
split the town, some want a city government, 
and others want to be annexed to Chicago. 

Police protection, or the want of it, is 
another matter about which the inhabitants 
of Cicoro complain. They say it is the worst 
policed town in the United States. It is al- 
leged that the only pluces where policemen 
can be found when wanted is in the saloons 
in Harlem, over the lines in Chicago, or in 
the blind pigs on Chicago avenue and in the 
village of Ciyde. 


WANTS TO USE OERTIFIED OHEOKS, 


Collector Russell Thinks These Will Be 
Safer for Importers to Handle, 

Martin J. Russell, Collector of Customs, is 
anxious to have the Treasury regulations so 
amended that it will be possible for Chicago 
importers to pay duties in certified checks if 
they wish. This isdonein New York, and it 
is held that Chicago should be as well treat- 
ed. At present duties are payable in coin, 
coin certificates, or greenbacks only. The 
objection to this ds in the danger and incon- 
venience of carrying large sums of money 
through the streets, which danger will greatly 
increase, Mr. Russell says, if the Subtreasury 
and the Custom-House are separated when 
the present Federal Building is abandoned. 
Here is the circular explaining tne plan which 
has been sent out by the Collector: 

Under existing Treasury regulations imposts 
must be paid at the Custom-House in coin, coin 
certificates, or in greenbacks. No checks can be 
accepted. The regulation had its utility when 
customs were payable in gold only. but as at 
present all current moneys of the United States 
except national bank notes are accepted for cus- 
toms dues nothing is gained and there is great 
inconvenience to importers, to bankers, to the 
Subtreasury. in which all collections of the Cus- 
tom-House are 2 daily, and to the Cus- 
tom-House itself. The inconvenience and the al-

FOR SOCIAL PURITY. 


ORUSADE TO HELP FALLEN WOMEN 
AUSPIOIOUSLY BEGUN. 


Enthusiastic Inauguration of the Move- 
ment Under the Auspices of the Centra! 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
= Miss Bond of the Florence Crittenton 
Anchorsge Makes an Interesting Ad- 
dress=Three Meetings to Be Held Dally 
at Willard Hall. 


The cause of that unfortunate outcast of so- 
ciety—the fallen woman—has attached to it- 
self a pew enthusiasm in Chicago, In fact, a 
three weeks’ social purity crusade was 
auspiciously inaugurated at Willard 
Hall at noon yesterday under the auspices 
of the Central Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. It was an interested gathering of 
men and women, notwithstanding the fact 
that the New York millionaire reformer, Mr. 
Charles N. Crittenton, failed to arrive for the 
opening exercises. 

Mrs. S. M. I. Henry, who had charge of the 
meeting, spoke of the inauguration of social 
purity work eighteen years ago. On behalf of 
this department of the W. C. T. U. Mrs. Robert 
Greenler extended words of welcome to Mr. 
Crittenton. This was followed by an inter- 
esting talk by Miss Bond, superintendent of 
the well-known Chicago refuge called the 
Florence Crittenton Anchorage. 

Eight years ago a reading-room was start- 
ed on Fourth avenue,” said Miss Bond, and 
girls of the street were invited in for a cup of 
coffee, These poor women would come 
by the score and stay all day. When night 
came they would ask: ‘Where can we go? 
We have no home!’ The result of these ap- 
peals for protection was the opening ofa 
refuge on that avenue. In the spring 
of 1887, however, a more commodi- 
ous home was opened at No. 125 
Plymouth place. To gain entrance all a 
girl had to say was I am homeless,’ or ‘I 
am friendless, or ‘I am in trouble,’ Thus 
we progressed for four years when financial 
embarrassment overtook us. It was then that 
Mr. Crittenton, who was a visitor in Chicago 
ut the time, gave the Anchorage a munificent 
gift. So today it is open all the time, and 
whosoever will may come without money and 
without price. 

„Only a few days ago I received a letter 
from a now prosperous woman living on the 
coast—a woman who was about to drown her- 
self in Lake Michigan several years ago to 
hide her shame, bat fortunately drifted into 
our hands. This is only one illustration. In 
fact, during the last year we have sheltered 
ninety-two young mothers. In conclusion, I 
want to extend, on behalf of the hundreds of 
grateful girls who have found a real refuge 
in the home that bears his name, a welcome 
to Mr. Crittenton. 

Mrs. Chariton Edholm, writer of that 
widely-read book entitled Traffic in Girls, 
was the next speaker. In reply to the often- 
heard query, Is the work among abandoned 
girls not a hopeless one? many pathetic 
tales were told to show that rescue work is 
anything but hopless. 2 

On behalf of the ministers of Chicago Dr, 
P. 8. Henson spoke of the work of 
rescue. The story was told of: a 
fine-looking woman who chanced, when 
removing her glove on the street, to drop a 
diamond ring into the filthy gutter. Turaing 
back the delicate lace from the arm the wom- 
an searched with her hand in the mire until 
the lost was found. So in the slums, said Dr, 
Henson, are there jewels if we only look for 
them. 

Three meetings will be conducted daily by 
Mr. Crittenton—at noon, 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and 7:30 in the evening. In addi- 
tion the usual girls’ hour,“ the time for 
talks with young women who are in trouble 
will be held each afternoon from 2 to 8 
o’clock. It is hoped, as an outgrowth of this 
rescue crusade, some plan for the much- 
needed permanent home will evolve, 

While the meeting at night was intended 
to be a simple gospel gathering general in 
its nature the bent of Mr. Crittenton’s mind 
made it run to some extent along the 
line of the rescue work in which 
he is so much interested, and 
for the good of which he has given so 
freely and generously. It is from that species 
of sin which is considered so essentially nope- 
less that he strives to recall the victim. While 
pleading to all sinners alike to turn aside the 
stories of saved ones which he told pathetical- 
ly were nearly all of those who had sinned 
against purity. It was the prodigal daughter 
rather than the prodigal son for whom he asked 
compassion and tenderness. He speaks rap- 
idly yet plainly, and his addresees are strung 
with touching stories of rescued ones with 
whom he has come in contact since he him- 
self was rescued, as he tells it, twelve years 
ago. 

The surroundings for his special work in 
Willard Hall are strikingly appropriate. Just 
back of the speaker is the fine painting of 
white-robed Purity, while Mercy is pleading
